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IT IS “HUTCH'S” MARKET 


THE OLD SPECULATOR:.SENDS 
WH#AT BOOMING. 
SEPTEMBER TOUCHES $150 AND MAY 
GO HIGHER-—SHORTS KICK AND SAY 

THEY WILL NOT SETTLE, 

CxuicaGo, Sept, 28.—Cash and September 
wheat made another long jump to-day, going 
from $1 25 to $1 50 a bushel. In many respects 
the day gave a close reproduction of yesterday’s 
doings on:the Board of Trade. Hutchinson, the 
sole monarch of the situation, was just as calm, 
just as philosophical, and just as steady in 
advancing prices as he was yesterday. All 
aiong there have been people who insist that he 
can run the board just as he pleases, and to-day 
these people say he 1s just gathering a crop of 
wool from his sheep. 

The shorts are beginning te lose their tempers, 
however. They stood the shearing pretty well 
yesterday, but to-day they kicked viviously. 
They could believe, they say, that wheat might 


be worth $1 25 a bushel, but $1 50 is clearly, 1n * 


their eyes,a ‘‘cerner” price, and one which 
they hope toavoid paying on some such grounds, 
Hutchinson is very cordially hated to-night by 
the shorts, who feel in their bones that he is 
likely to end the deal te-morrow by sending 
September wheat up to $2 a bushel. 

In spite of all the excitement occasioned 
ameng the traders on the board by the ex- 
istence of the corner, there was not an abnorimal- 
ly large amount of business passing. September 
epened nominally at last night’s closing price— 


$1 25 abushel. It was thoroughly controlled 
by Hutchinson, who seemed content with a 
policy of temporary inactivity. ‘*I am not sell- 
ing wheat this morning,” was his answer to the 
query of an anxious skort who called to make 
terms, but the old gentleman added that wheat 
would be on top about 12 o’clock, and that it 
looked to him as if $150 would be the 
settling price of the ‘day. In the mean- 
tine September was being bid up by 
brokers supposed to be acting in his in- 
terest, and at 11 o'clock $1 40 was offered, 
but no wheat was forthcoming. Before noon 
the price was an even dollar and a half, and at 
that figure a lively business was done in the car- 
jot crowd, but there was very little trading in 
settiement of September contracts. A little 
later a rumor spread that $1 75 nad been bid, 
but it proved to be only somebody’s joke. 
Hutehinson was then selling wheat in settle- 
ment of contracts at $1 50, and his men were 
paying $1 49 for car lots. There was a faint 
suspicion of weakness in the close, which was 
nominally at $1 491g for September. In cash 
wheat, No. 2 red was quoted at $1 45 and Ne. 2 
Bpring at $1 49 for car lets. 

The kickers against Hutchinson talked freely 
during the session of what they would de and 
what they would not do. Some of them de- 
clared that they would not settle at $1 50 and 
would not put up margins above $1 25. They 
concede that with wheat at $1.15 in Minne- 
apolis Hutchinson may be able to force a set- 
tlement at $1 25, bat they say he cannot 
compel them to pay a higher and plainly a 
“corner” price. Inasmuch as he hints that the 
rate may be anywhere from $1 75 to $2 to- 
morrow, there promises to be a lively time ahead 
for somebody. He says in self-defense, or rather 
his henchmen say for him, that ‘“*the boys 
shouldn’'tfee! hard towara him,as he hasn’t called 
anybody for margins and doesn’t intend to.” 
Still houses standing 1n the gap have been 
obliged to both call and put up heavy margins 
on open contracts, and they are feeling sore 
over it. To-morrow, the last business day of 
the month, will see the end of the deal. Re- 
ceipts of wheat promise to be large, 200 car- 
loads being expected from St. Louis and 25,000 
busbels from Milwaukee. The St. Louis wheat 
is coming on special trains run on passenger 
time. 

In futures beyond September the feeling was 
very uneasy to-day, and early there Was & lot 
of realizing, October opening at $1 Ol%, going 
aslow as 98% gents and closing toere. Novem- 
ber dropped from an even collar to 98% cents. 
December opened at 99% cents, got as high as 
$1 001g, and clesed at 982 cents, a loss of 14 
cents from ‘last. ‘night’s figures... May jumped 
about between $1 0245 and $1 008, closing at 
$1 003g, . Toward the Isst Hutchinson and 
others were free sellers, stréngthening the 
theory that a break will follow the end of the 
September deal. 

Thus far there is no doubt that outside of the 
crowd of shorts Hutchinson’s present opera- 
tions have been in favor with many peuple, 
who believe that he is only getting baok at the 
foreigners whe have been bears for years and 
have controlled this market, Besides, it is 
urged in his faver that he gave ample notice 
that he was going to run up September prices. 
On the other bana it is claimed that he was, in 
h Way, pledged not torun acorner. He doesn’t 
callit one, but to outsiders it looks like the 
most successful corner ever worked here. The 
geperai situation has certainly been all that 
he could ask. 

There are two or three minor corners now in 
operation. One is in contract barley where the 
shertage is 10,000 bushels and the stock. in 
store is 5,000 bushels. Armouris suppesed to 
holi most of the pork and short ribs and the 
English houses have a tirm grip on lard. Beside 
the wheat deal they don’t cut miueh-of a figure. 

One of the most sensational features of the 
Gay happened after the close of the board, 
when Abel H. Bliss o1 the firm of A. H. Bliss & 
Co., one of the substantial commission firms of 
the city, notified the Corn Exchange Bank that 
he would at once withdraw his patronage and 
deposits. Charles L. Hutchinsen, the President 
of the bank, who 1s also President ef the Board 
of Trade and isasov of “Old Hutch,” immedi- 
diately sent for Mr. Biiss and asked what was 
the matter. 

“You have traded with usa goed many years, 
Mr. Bliss,” said President Hutehinson, “and 
your father before you dealt with us. Lamata 
joss to know why you should se suddenly with- 
draw your patronage without any apparent 
cause.’ 

* Any man who runs a corner on the market,” 
replied Mr. Bliss, blaziug up, “and squeezes the 
life and blood out of the trade is no better than 
athief. Yourfather, who owns 5) per cent. of 
the stock of this bank, built just such a corner, 
and, as I said, [de not consider my money safe 
in the hands of a thief, therefore | withdraw 
mv patronage.” 

Mr. Bliss went on angrily at some length, but 
denied that he was a loser by the corner. This 
evening he said when asked about the matter 
that he had no desire to create any Dad bleoa 
pod would have said nothing to Mr. Hutehinson 
had the bank Pfesident not asked an explana- 
tion. “I am not the only one,” said Mr. Bliss, 
‘who has withdrawn from the bank because of 
che old man’s unprineipled actions. I know ef 
at least three who have pulled eut within the 
past week. 

Mr. Bliss declined to state what his patronage 
amounted to, buta confidential friend said the 
cash deposits of Blues & Co. umounted to 
$60,000, No statement concerning the incident 
could be had from President Hutchinson save 
the information that the Corn Exchange Bank 
could get along comfortably without the pat- 
ronage of Mr, Bliss, tne deposits of the institu- 
tion being a million dollars in excess of the 
total a year ago. 

Daring the day ‘Old Huteh” drew out of the 
Clearing House a check for $675,000 as his 
profits on sales made Thursday. ,Not only was 
the amount of this check known, but the names 
of 10 firms were freely talked about, each of 
which had deposited in the Clearing House a 
check for $50,000. The reports added to the 
prevailing excitement, and an official investiga- 
tion as to how the information got out will un- 
doubtedty follow. 

Hutchinson arrived dewn town at precisely 6 
A. M. to-day. Hearing the elevator man in the 
Board ef Trade Building remark that he had no 
overcoat, the wheat king toek him over to the 
Century Club and presented him with his own— 
en handsome new ene, saying that he always 
liked to reward a young man for getting down to 
work early in the morning. “I always get dewn 
to work myself,” said he. *“Iv’sa the only way [ 
ean get along in my business.” 


CINCINNATI, Sept. 28.—J. W. Hoyt, a 
member of the tirm of Erwin Greea & Co. of 
Shicago, is probabiy the oaly Cincinnati man 
directly interested im the pres nt great wheat 
deai in Chieago. Hoyt will ve remembered be- 
eause of his connection with the Cincinnati 
deal, when, as agent for Uarper, he covered 
himeelf with notoriety. Mr, Hoyt is quite talk- 
ative relative te the present deal, and says: 
“This is not a corner; it is a panic in wheat 
circies. At the start Hutchinson ard his associ- 
ates—there are but five of them—had no idca 
whatever of cornering September wheat. They 
were ‘ bulls’ and purchased for ¢ash all wheat 
offered. The crop was not large, and almost 
before they were aware of it they wers the 

ossessore of uoarly the entire product entering 

Shicage. Naturally this increased the value of 
their stock. Authoritatively I can say that 
Hutchinsou has not beught one bushel of 
wheat since it reached 94. He bought for vash,

finds its level agaim. As is well known, the 
foreign breadstuffs crop is sit A shert. The Eng- 
lish crop is short many miilien stones. The 
Russian crop is about the average in quantity, 
but the quality is poor, The Indian crop is 
both short and poor, and in Germany rye, which 
is used almost as wheat, is practically a failure. 
As aresult, England and Germany must buy 
breagstuffs of Russia or America. Not 
a shei ef wheat was expected from 
New-York to-day... Thus two things oeut- 
side of the deal contributed to advance 
the price. <A third reason, intentional for the 
time being, is this: Knowing the twe causes for 
higher wheat named above, the firm interested 
bought carh wheat wherever it ceuld be feund, 
intending to hold it for speculation. The firm 
to-day owns wheat in Tennessee—in Nashville 
and Chattanovuga—ready for shipment, The 
same conditions exist at Toledo, Duluth, Bis- 
+ ag ad Dakota, and Vancouver, British Colum- 

a.” 

Another broker said he had cause to believe 
there wasa large quantity of the wheat here, 
There are those who intimate that Harper is 1n- 
terested in the deal. 


MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., Sept. 28.—The Min- 
neapolis crowd is not in the wheat deal at all. 
None of them, have been bitten and none of 
them have made any money. They are content 
to stay where they are and are not concerned 
over the corner. Some outsiders, however, 
have made a roll. One yeung fellew about 
town sold 20,000 bushels to-day at a profit of 
26 cents a busbel, and a number of others have 
pulled out comfortable sums. M. W. Yerxa has 
@ customer in Chicago who is happy. Last 
Summer Yerxa bought about 600,000 bushels 
for him in Minneapolis at low prices and shipped 
it to Chicago, where the buyer bas it stored in his 
ownelevator. A few days ago the customer sent 
samples to Mr. Yerxa and told him to sell the 
wheat. Yesterday, however, be countermanded 
the order, and he is firing the wheat into the 
regular elevators as fastas he can. He will 
make a protit ef about 40 eents a bushel out of 
the corner. 

Charles E. Handy, the Northwestern manager 
for Boyd, Paxten & Boyd of Chicago, looked at 
the quotations with longing eyes. Mr. Handy 
has more than the ordinary grain man’s interest 
in the wheat correr. His father, Truman B. 
Handy of Cincinnati, engineered the biggest 
corner ever known in Chicago. It was in Au- 
gust, 1881. There was a clique of seven in the 
deal... They did not start in to corner the mar- 
ket. They had bought options heavily and had 
about $7,000,000 tied up in them. The hears 
began to hammer the market, and they were 
forced to corner the market to protect them- 
selves. rices started somewhere about 90 
cents and they pushed up the option to $1 39, 
at which price the settlement was made. The 
clique bought 39,000,000 bushels of wheat, of 
which only 4,000,000 or 5,000,000 were deliv- 
ered to them, The protits in the deal were over 
$4,000,000. 


St. Louis, Sept. 28.—One hundred thou- 
sand bushels of wheat left St. Louis by special 
trains for Chicago last night, in fact all that 
Was available. It is claimed that the grain was 
forwarded by St. Louis shorts who were eaught 
in the squeeze. There was very little flurry on 
*Change to-day, though buyers were cautious. 


September wheat caused no flurry whatever 
in the Produce Exchange yesterday in this 
city. There are few shorts here, and beyond a 
certain amount of natural nervousness occa- 
sioned by the reports of enormous and rapid ad- 
vances in Chicago there was nothing te cause 
any undueexcitement. Trading in options was 
very active, however, and a bullish tendency 
prevailed, which pushed prices up a trifle 
higher on December, May closing a little under 
what it did on Thursday. The nervous feeling 
which characterized the light dealings of Thura- 
day is wearing away, and the brokers here, now 
that their worst fears are over, are settling 
down to a realization of the fact that the New- 
York market ia not, in this instance at least, 
contrelied by Chicago. 


THE EOLUS EXPLOSION. 


CAUSES THE DEATH OF ENGINEER AL- 
FRED MILLER. 

NEwponrt, R. I., Sept. 28.—The explosion 
on beard the steamer Eolus Thursday, while 
fortunately not disastrous to the steamer, has 
resulted fatally to one of ita oldest and most 
faithful officers, Engineer Alfred Miller dying 
this morning from its effects. At the time of 
the accident Engineer Miller wasin the engine 
room, which was near by where the acid was 
spilled. The fumes poured into the. engine 
room, and Engineer Miiler was compelled to 
breathe them while he clung to his post long 
enough to stop his engine and turn on the fire 
pumps. He then left the room, and was near- 


ly evercome by the gases which he had inhaled. 
He soon rallied, however, and later in the day 
cleaned his room, where he was living during 
the absence of his family from home. He com- 
plained, however, of a bad feeling inshis chest. 
Late in thse afternoon he went to his room, and 
did not appear again. When the steamer left 
here on her8 o’clock trip at night he was con- 
sidered to be very ill, and Dr. Curley attended 
him befere the boat left. The doctor again saw 
and treated him early this morning, but on the 
arrival of the boat at Wickford he was much 
worse, and a physician was summoned there. 
On the trip down he seemed more quiet, but 
just after the steamer landed at her dock he died 
ip his berth. The doetor says death was whelly 
due to the inhalation of the fumes of the acid, 
Engineer Miller was a native of New-York 
State, a baker by trade, served in the war as an 
engineer, and entered the employ of the Ston- 
ington Company in April, 1873. He became 
engineer of the Wicktord Line, and held that 
position ever since without a singie vacation. 
He was highly esteemed as a faithful and trust- 
worthy employe. He was about 50 years of 
ago, and leaves a widow and two children, whe 
are now in New-York State. They have been 
notified by telegraph of their bereavement, and 
in the meantime the Wickford Company has 
taken charge of the remains, The Adams Ex- 
press Company officials have offered overy 
possible assistance, The whele affair will be in- 
vestigated by the Steamboat Inspectors. 








BURIED UNDER OOAL. 

SCRANTON, Penn., Sept. 28.—A roof fell 
last night in the Grassy Island Colliery at 
Olyphant, a-shert distance north of Seranton 
instantly killing Christopher Gabriel and Martin 
Mahady and severely injuring Patriek O’Mahony 
The men belonged to the night gang of miner 
and were engaged in removing a@ large piece of 
reof coal when the crash oecurred. The piece 
they were trying to pry down was much less 
than that which fell upon the ili-fated work- 
men, and it completely overwhelmed them and 
by its immense weight ground their bones into 
fragments. O'Mahony, who was near the edge 
of the fall, managed to drag his legs from be- 
neath the blaek mass and then, struggling 
through the darkened gangway, as all the lights 
were put out by the aecident, he suceeeded in 
attraeting by hiscriesfor help the attention 
of workmen employed in other portions ef the 
mine and they hastened to his relief. It took 
several hours of bard work under a shaky roof 
to extricate the bodies of Mahady and Gabriel 
from beneath vhe tons of coal and rock that lay 
upon them, and it was not until this morning 
that the mangied bodies of the poor fellows 
were Carried to their homes.

A GREAT FIRMS FAILURE 


WILLIAMS, BLACK & CO. OCOR- 
NBEKED ON WHEAT. 

THE KXTRAORDINARY. RISE IN SEPTEM- 
BER WHEAT OPTIONS IN CHICAGO 
FORCES THE SUSPENSION. 

With but two exceptions—and these two 
the great houses. of Inman, Swann & Ce. and 
Lékman} Brothers—the most prominent and 
most influential firm uvon the New-York Cotton 
Exehange has for years been the house of Will- 
jams, Biack & Ce. They have been credited 
with the control of millions of dollars. Their 
customers have included the richest men in the 
South. They have proved themselves all-power- 
ful in deal after deal. Their uncertified check 
would have been taken unquestioned for hun- 
dreds of thousands of dollara a fortnight azo. 
And not im the cotton market only, but on the 
Produce Exchange and in the stock market, 
too, their power and theirinfluence have been 
far-reaching and indisputable. 

Yesterday Williams, Black & Co. failed. The 
wheat corner in Chicago did it. Formal notice 
of the failure was posted in the broduce Ex- 
change at 3 o’clock and @ very palsy of surprise 
fell upon the thousand brokers and speculators 
who were confronted with the bit of paper big 
with importance. Not one mam met the an- 
nouncement but to be amazed. 

Intimations of the trouble, though none of 
the rumor mongers présumed to name the firm, 
were heard on the various down-town Ex- 
changes before business elosed, and there was 
an effect shown ina weakness upon the stock 
market; but it was not till the trades for the 
day were wholly adjourned that the sensational 
fact was made known. Then there was no 
other topic so much considered, so wuch talked 
about, so much worried over. Speculators of 
high and low degree, en the Produce Exchange, 
on the Cotton Exchange, in the market for 
stocks, speculation of every kind, and in all 4 
locations steod dazed. 


The firm of Wiliiams, Black & Co. is one of the 
oldest general commission houses in the city, 


of the firm are Francis W., Francis 8., and Rich- 
ard P. Williams—tfather and sons. Mr. Black 
severed his connection with the firm in 1885. 
The present members of the firm are members 
of the Produce, Cotton, and Coffee Exchanges. 
At the office, 1 Willlam-street, yesterday all in- 
formation was refused, the members of the firm 
declining even to be seen. Mr. Francis W. 
Williams, seen at his home, 27 East Seventy- 
second-street, last night, refused positively te 
give any information whatever. ‘ We willmake 
everything knows to-morrow,” he said, “and 
not before, I have no statement to make now, 
either as to the cause of the failure or the 
ameunt involved,” 

Williams, Black & Co. are in no way connected 
with the house of Williams, Birney & Co., whose 
collapse ef some years ago precipitated a Cot- 
ton <Errmy Me panic. Both Mr. Williams, the 
head of the firm; and Mr. Black, who until two 
years ago was the recognized manager ef the 
house, are Southerners. They began in a 
modest way, but fertuue was so kind that only 
a little while was needed to make them rich, 
respected, and influential. Both had sense, both 
had pluck, both had enterprise, their following 
grew larger and larger year by year. The firm, 
flourishing, spread. The Cotton Exchange 
was too small for the scope of their 
dealings. They ventured into the markets of 
the Produce Exchange; the fluctuations of 
stocks tempted them—or their customers. Even 
inning schemes got their attention and their 
support. It came to pass that the indorsement 
of Wililams, Black & Co. ceuld float any sort of 
. ner and many was the one that it did 

oat. 

In.1885, when Mr. Black of the firm conclud- 
ed that he knew when he was rich enough— 
knew when he had enough of speculation—and 
desired to give up his business to enjoy him- 
self, he is credited with having taken as his 


share of accumulated profits over $250,000.

The story of the failure is the atory or part of 
the story of the unparalleled Chivago *‘ corner” 
in wheat that has marked up the price of Sep- 
tember wheat so sensauonally. Williams, 
Blaok & Co. (though Mr. Black is out of the 
bouse the firm mame has been retained) 
have been conspicuous bulls unon wheat 
upon the New-York Produce kEx- change. 
Only it was May wheat, not September 
wheat, that the firm has been bulling. Cash 
(September) wheat they have had no faith in. 
The reports of short crops here and abroad they 
There was no export 
demand; the stuff was not going to ge up—so 
they settied it to tneirown (temperary) satisfac- 
tion. ‘ Old Huteh” and the cone eornerers 
of Chicage settled it, however, and their way, 
doubling the quotations while the doubters phi- 
losophized. H ; 

So far as could be figured out. on the Produce 
Exchange yesterday the trades of the unfortu- 
nate house in the New-York grain market have 
been largely confined to the distant options, of 
whieh they were long. Upon acvount of 
purchases of December and May wheat they 
are known to have seored upon one lot of 150 
loads over $30,000 profits within the past tew 
days; and other’ similar handsome turns (all 
upon the future months) are put down 
to their credit. Probably it would be 
an under, rather over, esti- 
mate te quote certain wheat 
profits here at over $100,000 within the last 
menth. But for every bushel of May wheat 
bought here the house seems to have sold two 
bushels of September 1m Chicago. May, of which 
they are long, goes up half a dozen puints; Sap- 
tember, of which they are short, goes up 100 
per cent. The one-hundred-theusand-dollar 
profit is but a9 comparative dropin the bucket. 
The credit of a million of dollars and more en- 
joyed a fortnight ago is wipea out in two days 
by a Chicago corner’s kiting. 

The exact losses of the firm nobody presumes 
to caleulate. Eneugh for Wall-street, inclading 
the collateral Exchanzes that tail on after tho 
Scock Exchange, isthe boid sensational fact 
that Williams, Black & Co. have failea—Whll- 
iams, Black &Ce. whose repifte but 48 hours 
agojwas that of millionaires. 

The failure of the big house involves not 
merely the tirm’s own members but it has a 
significance of far-reaching consequence to beth 
investorand specniator in New-York and in 
many parts ofthe Soutn.

IN A FIRE,

TWO LIVES AND PROPERTY VALUED 
AT $105,000. 

CuicaGo, Sept. 28.—A very destructive 
fire broke out this morning in the establishment 
of the S. G. Wilkins Furniture Company, at 15 
and 17 Lake-street. The fire war the flercest 
which has oceurred in montlis, raging for fully 
three bours and resulting, so far as known, in 
the loss of two human lives and destruction of 
property valued at $105,0VU0. At one time it 
seemed as if not less than 20 men would be 
hopelessly engulfed by the flames. Eighty men 
were at work inthe building when the alarm 
was given and the fire rushed up the elevator 
shaft so quickly that they had great trouble to 
escape, Two boys jumped from the fourth- 
story windew, and, catching hold of telephone 
wires, hungin midair until they.were rescued. 
As William Krock, the foreman of the uphelstery 
depurtment, was climbing a ladder to the roor 
a shop boy known only as Peve lost his balance 
aod fell back upon Krock. Beth fell to the 
floor, and befere they could escape the latter 
was burned. Krock found aborribie death in the 
flames, his terribly-burned remains being found 
in the ruins. They were eouveyed to his home, 
711 Hinman-street. Of the boy Pete, not a 
trace was found. Several firemen were dis- 
abled by inhaling smoke. The loss on the build- 
ing, owned by Merris Rosenfield, is $50,000; 
fully insured. The furaiture compauy leses 
about $45,000 on stock. Upon this there isan 
insurance of $40,000, divided among 25 eom- 
panies. The firemen prevented the spread of 
the flames te the valuable property adjoining, 
exceptin one instance, where the stere of the 
American Screw Company was dumaged to the 
extent of $10,000.

BUT A BIG TARIFF REFORM 
MEETING WAS HELD. 
CONGRESSMAN RUSSELL OF MASSACHU- 

SETTS ADDRESSES AN AUDIENCE IN 


UTICA, 

Utica, N, Y., Sept. 28.—With scant news- 
paper notice and witheut brass band or parade 
of any kind the City Opera House was filled 
to-night by an intelligent and responsive au- 
dience assembled on the call of the New-York 
Retorm Club to listen to the Hon. John E. 
Russell of Massachusetts discuss “ The Woolen 
Industry as Affected by the Tariff.” The meet- 
ing was presided over by Mr. J. V. Lynch, a 
Among the Viee- 


H. J. Holbrook, a boot and shoe manufacturer; 
Philos Curtis, engine and boiler manufacturer; 
Dr. William H. Watson, Dr. L. A. Tourtelotte, 
Theodore Pomeroy, and other prominent citi- 
zens, . , 

Mr. Russell opened his address by defining the 
principles of tariff taxation and a review of 
the tariff of 1846, which was denounced as a 
menace to the country, though then dealt with 
as a business question and not 4s a vote-catech- 
ing agency as now. Theu wool was placed on 
the free list, and with wool free the sheep in- 
dustry prospered as it had not before. That 
was @ tariff which in comparison with the one 
undér which we are to-day was rank free trade, 


a “purely British measure.” Tbe commerce, 
agricuiture, and manufacturing interests pros- 
pered as never before or since. 

Lew as that taritt was and prosperous as the 
country was, & surplus accumulated in the 
Treasury, and manufacturers demanded a re- 
duction of the onerous tarif® exactions. If we 
oaunot have free wvol we cannot have relief 
from tarjff oppressions. Mr. Depew said at 
Poughkeepsie yesterday that the reductions of 
the tariff of 1846 brougat on the panic of 1859. 
‘That pauic was long on tie way if it came from 
that cause. Asa matter of tact, it was due to 
Special causes. The panicof 1873 came under 
the highest tariif ever in existence, and its 
effects have hardly passed at this day. 
Taking 1859 as a fair midway _ pe- 
riod under the ~period of free weol 
Mr. Russell said the woolen manufact- 
urers of New-England never were more pros- 
perous. People were happy in not trying to get 
rich by taxing themselves. Henry Clay’s idea 
of a tariff was to protect Infant industries. ‘he 
tariff idea of to-day is the protection ef capital 
engaged in manufacture with the false plea in 
defense that the wages of laber required it, and 
labor pays the tax while capital adds to lts ac- 
cumulations, 

In 1867 the wool manufacturers and wool 
growers combined to shear mankind, and Cen- 
gress gave them as shears the tariff, which has 
beeu “jack screwed” up to the present rates on 
raw wool and woolen yvods. When that ex- 
tortionate schedule was enacted the State of 
New-York had 4,996,000 sheep. Under its 
“protection” the number has fallen to 1,500,000 
in 1888. Ohio bad in 1868 6,000,000 sheep, 
and in 1888 it had only 4,000,000, If sheep 
and wool thrive under protection why this de- 
crease? Beeause the tariff is too high. 
When manufacturers are deprived of the 
use of choice foreign wool by a high 
tariff their gooda depreciate. They cannot 
compete with foreign woolens with only native 
wool to work with. They can change their ma- 
chinery ouly to find that the machinery is use- 
less without the grade of material for which it 
was designed. Hence it is that English and 
French goods are preferred to American prod- 
ucts, and hence it is that New-England mills 
are changing their machinery for cotton manu- 
facturing or letting portions of it stand idle, 

If this high protection is fur the benefit of 
labor what share of the 70 per cent. protection 
does the laborer get? He gets the wages capital 
is minded to pay him—very low wadces, as any- 
body can learn by consulting the rates paid in 
eur woolen mills. The enly instance of pro- 
tecied labor the speakerhad any knowledge of 
was that of the Polish mex who took the places 
of Andrew Carnegie’s strikers, who went out 
against a 10 per cent. reduction of their pay for 
work which yielded the proprietor $1,500,000 a 
year, ‘“* and they were protected by Pinkerton’s 
men and rifies.” .“* We propose to protect labor,” 
said Mr. Russell, “ by relieving it of taxations. 
That is the work to which we have set our 
hands and in which we shall persevere.”” The 
speaker was attentively listened to to the close 
and frequentiy applauded. 





A WILD SCENE ON THE TRAOK. 


A DECISION WHICH DID NOT 
GENERAL SATISFACTION. 
PHILADELPHIA, Sept, 28.—A wild scene 
ended the last day of the inaugural meeting of 
the Philadelphia Driving Park Association on 
old Peint Breeze track to-day.

THE OASHIER RAN THE BANE, 


AND MADE IRREGULAR LOANS AMOUNT- 
ING TO $30,000. 

Fatt Rrver, Mass., Sept. 28.—There is 
trouble in the Union National Bank in this city, 
but exactly what the nature of the trouble is 
it is hard to determine, for the officials are rett- 
cent. Cashier D. A. Chapin has resigned, and 
his resignation was due to a demand made by 
Bank Examiner Getchell. ‘One story has it that 
the Cashier and Bank Examiner differed very 
widely regarding the proper method of conduct- 
ing a banking institution, and this led to an ex- 
amination of the bank’s books. After the exam- 
ination was coacluded Bank Examiner Getchell 
called the Directors together and demanded 
Mr. Chapin’s resignation. This was given, and 
John T. Burrell was appointed in his place. It 
is said that there was no dishonesty or short- 


age, butit was discovered that Mr. Chapin’s 
methods ef handling securities and keeping ac- 
counts were not modern, to say the leust, and 
Mr. Getcheil is quoted as saying that the affairs 
of the bank had been misrepresented to him. 

Another side of the story appears in an inter- 
view, in which Bank Examiner Getchell is re- 
ported to have saii: ‘**l examined the bank in 
April last, and though the affairs seemed all 
right on the face, there were several little 
things which aroused my suspicion, and I de- 
termined to take them unawares the next time. 
So yesterday morning I presented myself at the 
bank on the opening of its doors and examined 
everything just as it was. Then I found the 
trouble right off, and at the close of the exam- 
ination [ ordered Cashier Chapin to turn over 
everything and leave the affairs of the bank in 
the uands of the Assistant Cashier, which he did. 
Chapin has succeeded in using funds of the Na- 
tional Union Bank, of which he was Cashier, and 
of a savings bank of which he was Treasurer, to 
aefeat the discovery of his peculation at the 
regular examination, but the whole trouble is 
hot between these banks. There is some else- 
where. He covered up his tracks carefully, and 
in April there was just enough crookedness 
showing to put Me on the alert for more. The 

esult of yesterday’s examination shows con- 

lusively that the bank has suffered at his 
hands. I can’t teil the extent of the loss, but I 
don’t think the institution is insolvent. If I 
had I sheuld have closed it up at once.” 

The National Union Bank was incorporated in 
1823, and has a capital of $300,000. he Union 
Savings Bank was incorporated in 1869, and 
has deposita of $800,000, and 800 depositors. 
It is not believed that Mr. Chapin has deveted 
any of the money to his own uso, and it is ex- 
pected that the greater portion of the irregular 
loans will be paid by the borrowers, se tifat the 
bank's loss will be comparatively small. 

It is said that Cashier Chapin had made loans 
on irregular paper without the knowledge of 
his Directors and covered the transactions by 
the transfer of funds from the savings bank. 
The amount of irregular paper will not, it is 
believed, exeeed $30,000, which will be met by 
the bank’s surplus of about $60,000. The sav- 
ings bank will not, itis said, lose anything. An 
examination of the books of the latter concern 
will be begun to-morrow. The greater part of 
the $30,000 was loaned to the Beattie Zinc 
Company, &@ concern of which Mr. Chapin was 
President and Director. 

The Union National Bank is an old-fashioned 
concern with old-fashioned Directors, who 
asked no questions, but trusted implicitly in 
Chapin’s integritygand buainess ability. Its 
laiest statement shows a falling off of $15,000 
in the bank surplus. since Feb. 14, but the Di- 
rectors insist that the institution is entirely 
solvent. Chapin has offered to turn over his 
real and personal estate to protect the bank 
from loss. 


BOYS ON STRIKE. 





THEY CAUSE THE CLOSING OF TWO 
GLASS FACTORIES. 

BALTIMORE, Md., Sept. 28.—Two hundred 
and fifty boys have caused the closing of two 
of the largest glass manufactories of Maryland, 
and threwn out of employment nearly 700 per- 
sons. Ninety boys were employed in various 
capacities at the works of Swindell Brothers. 
Out of their wages the firm retained 25 cents 
per week from each bey, which was paid him 
inalump atthe end of the season. The reason 
assigned for this was that the boys were liable 
to stop work in the Spring and cause serious 
inconvenience, and this arrangement was 
adopted to preventit. The little fellows were 
hard workers, however, and felt that they were 
entitled to the entire amount they earned, con- 
sequently at the beginning of the season they 
requested that the premium be paid to them 
every three weeks instead of at theend of the 
season. This the tirm declined to do, and the 
erapleyment of new boys last week at the same 
wages paid the old caused more discontent. 
The trouble culminated hy a general strike of 
the boys, 90 of them quitting work, which 
caused the shutting down of every department. 

This morning 160 boys at Baker Brothers & 
Co.’s works at the feot of Eutaw-street, who had 
the same grievance as the beys at Swindell’s, 
went out and the works shut down. The boys 
say their stipend is too small asit is witheut 
having a portion taken from them each week to 


‘guarantee their geod conduct. They say the object 


of the empleyers would be better obtained by 
xiving the boys the bonus above their regfilar 
wages and notoutofthem. They declare their 
aetermination of staying out until theirdemands 
are acceded to. 

c. J. B. Swindell of the firm of Swindell 
Brothers said this morning that the firm would 
net accede tv the boys’ demands. They were 
compelled to protect themselves as they had 
done, because so many boys would quit work 
when Spring comes on. The amount deducted 
from their weekly wages was always given 
them in a lump at the close of the season. When 
the boys step work every department mast fol- 
low auit, consequenuy nearly 700 persons are 
thrown out of employment. It is impossible 
for the blowers and other skilled workmen to 
follow their occupation without the aid of the 
boys employed to help them, and as the latter 
must bein a meéasure trained to the work, the 
establishments cannot be started with green 
bands. Just how long the strike will continue 
cannot be teld, as the boys seem determined to 
obtain what they wish, and the tirmsare unwill- 
iug te accede to the buys’ demands. 


SAYS H# WILL RETURN. 

DETROIT, Mich., Sept. 28.—Charles W. 
Waldron, the Hillsdale banker who eonverted 
all his assets into cash and ran away with Mrs. 
Nellie Bidwell, 13 in London, England, On Sept. 
13 he wrote a long letter toa Detroit man with 
whom he had extensive business transactions, 
explaining his action and the reasons therefor. 
The letter was dated Berlin, Germany. From 
the letter it is inferred that Waldron nad family 
troubles which made him feel like going as far 
away aa he could got trem hissurroundings, The 
or jag womai was Willing to. go with him and 
did se. 

He had gone no further than Montreal, how- 
ever, when he became tirec of her, and giving 
her a small amount of meney told her to go back 
home or to any other place she chose. He corm 
tinued his journey®and went direct to Berlin. 
He says he will return soon, prepared to pay 
every dollar he carried off, (which he claims was 
all raised in a legitimate way, on good security,) 
and have a quarter of a million dollars left. A 
cablegram received from him to-day announces 
his presence in London and his continued in- 


tention toreturn soon and confront the situa- 
tion.

A distressing call from Mrs. J. K. Ingranam 
from Bayard or Sweetwater (the two places are 
close together on whe line of the Jacksonville 
and St. Augustine Railroad) was responded to to- 
day by a special train which carried out nurses 
and everything needful. Mrs. Ingraham, her 
husband, andtwo children are all down with 
the fever. Thislady is the popular instructer 
and writer of that name. Dr. J. Y. Porter, sur- 


geon in charges of the bureau fer nurses and 
medical attention, has found it necessary to 1s- 
sue the fuilowing general ocders: 

* Free medicines and medical supplies—no liquors 
—shall be furnished whea it is clearly shown.tiat 
the patient or family are unable to pay for the same. 
Free nurses shall be furnished oniy where the pa- 
tient is surrounded by home comforts, but witheut 
the ready money to pay anursce. The hospitals are 
open to the public and musi be utilized by ali per- 
sons who are taken sick in seantily-furnished 
houses.” 

At the meeting te-day Dr. J. Y. Porter ex- 
plained the position he occupied in endeavoring 
to assist the Executive Committee in executing 
the orders of the health authorities in a manner 
to insure the financial support of tke Govern- 
ment. Dr. Porter said that he simply oxecuted 
the wishes of the Board of Health aud was 
responsible only for the proper carrying out ef 
their orders; he had no authority to designate 
drug stores or physicians whose medicines and 
prescriptions should be paid for at the Govern- 
ment’s expernse. Dr. Porter aiso said that seme 
provision should be made for the nurses whe 
should be discharged when their services were 
no lenger needed and stated that the expenses 
of the fumigating staff should be paid by the 
Government. These matters, in connection with 
tho matter of drug stores, were referred to Mr. 
Schumacher to bring to the aitention of tre 
Board of Health J. M. Schumacher read a 
letter from Mr. W. A. Artrell, Secretary of the 
Colored Auxiliary Bureau, in reference 
to J. W. Wevnd’s electro libration § treat- 
ment whick had come under his personal ob- 
servation, The matter was referred tu the con- 
ference committee with pewer to act and urga 
the Board of Health to take immediate action. 
Cc. W. Stansell, Chairmar of the Committee on 
Sanitary Guard, has issued a set of rules and 
regulations governing that body. The cordon 
around Jacksenville starts froin @ point on the 
west on the St. Johns River, ope miie north of 
Wilsow & Hunting’s mull, westward and south- 
ward around the city to a point one-quarter of 
@ mile south ef Riverside on the river, aud from 
there along the north bank of the St. Joins to 
the starting peint. Divide this into four grand 
divisions, each of these into 12 parts, each party 
to be sentry pest marked by a yellow flay. It 
willbe seen that the cordon is complete. In- 
structions of such a nature have been given the 
Chief, the four Lieutenants, and the 12 Rounds- 
men, 80 that their duties are perfeetiy plain. 
One paragraph of General Order No. 1 is to this 
effect: 

“Allow _ne-one to pass through the line without a 
lawful pass, excepting the members of the Helief 
Committee with badge, physicians, and members of 
this committee. Nothing but. cemmissary supplies 
are to be carried through by the bearers of the 
passes. Application.for passes must be to the Re- 
lief Committee or headquarters of the sanitary 
guard.” 

The cordon is new very strong, and cannot be 
broken into by desperadoes, as has been the case 
quite lately.

A large laber- 
in. pepniation of 2,000 colore: people and a large 
percentage of the remaining whites are depend- 
e10 upon their daily labor for their. daily bread. 
Their labor has come to an end. and until frost re- 
licves us from our dreaded visitor they can earn but 
little for their own support. Great suffering must 
ensue Our citizens have oreauized themselves 
into this association to co-operate with the Board of 
Jicalth in all necessary measures and to solicit aid 
fer our sufferers, To our absent citizens we make 
our firstappoal, not only for centributions, but to 
juterest those in their surroundings in our behalf, 
to aid us who are left here to lift at least a part of 
tle cloud that hangs over our fair city; and we ap-

Mout, Ala, Sept. 28.—To-night for the 
first time since Sunday last a passenger aud 
mail train left here bound north over the Mobile 
and Ohio Road, The embargo established by 
Meridian paralyzed all business on that line. 
General Manager Clarke, after 48 hours’ con- 
stant telegraphing to the Meridian authorities, 
who would listen to nothing; to the State Board 
of Heaith, who, being iocked up in Jackson, 
could not ald him, and to the Governor of Mis- 
sissippi, who is supposed to have taken to the 
wvueds, a8 he cannot be reached anywhere by 
wire, determined to force his way into Meridian 
aud demand that his rights bs respected. He 
left night before last on a special train, and ran 
inte Meridian on a locomotive. The quarantine 
guards surrounded bim and marched him up to 
the Board of Health, where two sessions of war 
wers held. Late iast night the embargo was 
raised. Trains will go through the city without 
stopping. There are seven other minor points 
on the road where trains are ordered not to stop, 
hut schedule traffic is resumed to-day all along 
the line. 


CoLuMBIA, S. C., Sept. 28.—A remarkable 
incident of yellow fever scare was seen on a 
north-bound train op the Piedmont Air Line yes- 
terday. One entire first-class car was occupted 
by agentieman and his wife bound from Bir- 
niingham to Baltimore. They were afraid of 
the fever contagion. So much so that when 
they left Birmingham the gentleman purchased 
18 first-class tickets for himself and wife, there- 
by securing the exclusive use of the car for the 
trip. In that stately and reserved, but, doubt- 
less, perfectiv safe, style they made tho jeur 
ney, While the ordinary passengers rolled along 
in crowded cars, subject to attacks of any stray 
microbes that might be wandering around in 
the atmosphere. 


Mempuis, Tenn., Sept. 28.—Travelon rail 
roads centring here was resumed this morning. 
The raising of quarantiae last evening by Mem- 
phis has been followed by many of the small 
towns along the lines of the several roads in this 
vicinity. and the business oatiouvk shows quite 
au improvement, 

Decatur, Tenn., Sept. 28.—Two cases of 
yellow fever were reported to-day. Dr. W. 
Black, who was reported yesterday, 1s stili 
quite sick with several symptoms of fever. All 
the patients under treatment are deing well 
with two exceptions, two white men, Who are 
hut going as well as yesterday. J. R. Stuart, at 
Hanceville, is reported dead this morning. The 
operator, together with the rest of the people 
of the piace, fied when the case was announced. 

LOUISVILLE, Ky., Sept. 28.—Ben B. Grant 
of Newark, Obio, the yellow fever patient here, 
diea this afternoon while attacked with the 
black vomit. He was Superintendent of the 
telephone company at Decatur, and was 25 
years old. Last June he was married, and bis 
wife, mother, and sister were with him when 
he breathed his last. N> more refugees have 
ecomein.

HILL AT ROCHESTER. 


UPON THE TARIFF AND THE 
LIQUOR QUKSTION. 
ROCHESTER, N. Y., Sept. 28.—Gov. Hill 
arrived in this city this morning from Canan- 
daigua, He was met at the Central Station by 
William H. Hamilton, President of the West- 
ern New-York Fair Association; State Senator 
Donald McNaughton, Secretary of State Ceok, 
the Hon, P. A. Sullivan, the Hon. William Pur- 
cell, Judge Thomas Raines, James H. Kelly, 
Edward N. Sweeny, and Henry D. MceNaugh- 


ton, who escorted him to Powers’s Hotel. After 
dinner tke Governor was escorted to the 
lair Grounds, where he addressed a large audi- 
mice. His speech related to agriculture. This 
‘vening he reviewed the Democratic parade 
ind aidressed the people on the issues of the 
lay from a stand ereéted in front of the Court 
dvuse. In the course of bis speech the Gov- 
srnor Baid: 


The question of the campaign is whether there 
shall be a continuance of the upright, honest, and 
fuithful administration of Grover Cleveland. We 
have had during the last four years aun era of pros- 
perity. All the disastrous predictions of our adver- 
saries of four years ago have proved false. We are 
sujoying a reasonable degree of prosperity. The 
issue which towers above all others is the tariff. 
We have nailed our colors to the mast, and we don’t 
propose to haul them down until the campaigu is 
over. Weare not as a party in favour offree trade, 
but we do believe that the tariff can be materially 
reduced. We believe the place for the surplus is in 
she pockets of the people and not in the ‘Treasury. 
Dur adversaries like to misstate this issue, but I 
io not think the peopie are misled. I don’t think 
they are alarmed at faise issues. The Democratic 
Party was never more right on the issues of the day 
than it 1s at present. 

They teli us that the Democratic Party wants to 
reduce the wagos of the workingman. Let mu tell 
you thatthe Democratic Party would be the last 
one to do that. Everywhere the masses of the 
workingmen are Democrats, ‘This much-abused Milis 
bill is in favor of every farmer and of every work- 
ingman, It means prosperity to the country and 
not disaster. Tariff reduction, my friends, does not 
meau tariff destruetion. The tinio is come when 
this question can be sensibly discussed. The time 
has Come when we can appeal to the people, and I 
think they fully understand it. 

‘{ do not purpose to-night to discuss State issucs 
toany great extent. My opponent on the State 
ticket has interposed a new issve into the campaign, 
~*~ * * Despite the statements*of my oppunent, 
however, he cannot prove thet the Democratic 
Party favors tree rom any more than can he prove 
that it favors free trade. ‘The Democratic Party is 
ip favor of true reform throughout. It is honest in 
its position, and the people know that it will not ae- 
ceive them. Whatwe belleve in isa just excise 
taw applicable to the smail towns and to the great 
cities of the State. We believe that excise fees 
should go into the local Treasury and not inao 
that of the State. My opponent favors what 
he cails high license. From the records 
of the Republican Party I can not tell 
whether he docs ornot. The Repubiicans do not 
understand the oxisting excise laws. They do not 
enforce them tothe fullest extent. The only city 
in this State where the excise laws are hp to the 
limit isin the great Democratic city of New-York. 
Ybey sxy that they waut high license, but in every 
town under Kepnblican control the excise fees are 
not op to the limit prescribed by law. In the 
county of Herkimer, where my opponcaot resides, 
this ia the case, and yet the people cry for high 
license--for others.

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CURBING MORMON RULE 


MAJORITY R&LPORT OF THE 
UTAH COMMISSION, 
MEASURES WHICH IT SUGGESTS IN THE 
INTEREST OF THE TERRITORY AND 

COUNTRY AT LARGE. 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 28.—The majority re- 
port of the Utah Commission, signed by G. L, 
Godfrey, A. B. Williams, and Arthur L. Thomas, 
was received this morning by the Secretary of 
the Interior. The recommendation of the last 
annual reportis renewed, that Utah should not 
be admitted te the Union until such time as the 
Mormon people shall manifest, by their fnture 
acts, that they have abandoned polygamy in 
good faith,and not then until an amendment 
shall have been made to the Constitution 
of the United States prohibiting the prac- 
tice of polygamy. The report adds that 
the convention which adopted the proposed 
constitution, upon which an appeal was made 
te Congress for admission to the Union, was 
held without authority from any proper source. 
Itis further asserted that the proposed consti- 
tution is silent with respect to the crime of 
polygamy, and the Conimissioners are of the 
opinion that the Government cannot afford to 
surrender the great advantage which it now 
holds and which has been secured at much ex- 
They also think that no 
harm can result from delay in the admission of 
the Territory. The report claims that the 
action of the Senate Committee in this matter 
in reporting that there must be undoubted evi- 
denee on the part of the Mormon people of 
the abandonment of poelygamy before the 


Territory should be admitted as a State, and 
alsv that of the House committee in reporting 
favorably the prehibitory amendment te the 
Constitution, supports the views of the majority 
of the comunission. [t is also stated in the report. 
port that the Demecratic and Repubiican par- 


ties of Utah, in their conventions recently held, ' 


indorsed the position taken in the majority re- 
The report further states that since the report 
of last year the Legislative Assembly of Utah 
has granted to the minority, or the un-Mormon 
element, representation in the control of the 
public institutions and provided for local rep- 
resentation in Salt Lake and other cities. 


Another recommendation of the Utah Com- 
mission 1s that the Gevernor be given power 
to appoint county officers. The Legislative 
Assombly at its session in January fast, the 


report states, denied to the Governor the right 
to appoint the Territorial Treasurer, Auditor, 
and other officers, and it is added: ‘** Thus 1s 
presented the spectacie of the chief representa- 
tive of the Federal Government in Utah being 
denied the right to exercise his legal authority, 
while at the same time the agents and leaders 
of those who are responsible for this action 
are at the capital of the Nation proclaiming 
the loyal submission of the Mormon peeple to 
the laws and demanding that they be rewarded 
for it. Ih our opinien,” continues the report, 
“one of the chief causes for the long delay 
in the settlement of the contest in Utah has 
been the exercise of political power sub- 
ordinate to the interests of the churoh.” In 
eemmenting upon the fact that the public 
schools of Utah are, with the exception of a 
few districts in Salt Lake City and ip the min- 
ing regions, under the control of the Mormon 
Chureh, the Commissioners refer to an act 
passed by the last Legislative Assembly, but 
vetoed by the Governor, which provided for the 
distribation of the public school fund for the 
aupport of public and private schools; also, the 
opinien expressed by President Wilford Wood- 
ruff under date of June 8, 1888, that ‘‘ the edt- 
cation of our children should be taken in hand 
by us as apeople. * * * The perusal of boeks 
we value as divine records is forbidden. Our 
children, if left to the training they receive in 
these schools, will grow up entirely ignorant of 
those principles of salvation for which the Latter 
Day Saints haye made so many sacrifices. * * * 
The desire 18 universally expressed by all think- 
ing people in the church that we should have 
schools where the Bible, the Book of Mormon, 
and the Book of Docirine and Covenants can be 
ured as textbooks. aud where the principles of 
our religion may form partof the teaching of 
the scheols.” From these circumstances the 
majority conclude that the Mormon Church is 
committed to a policy which, if successful, wiil 
prove destructive to the public school system 
in Utahb. The recommendation is therefore re- 
newed that Superintendents of public schools 
be appointable by the Governor. During the past 
year the different religious denominations had 
in operation 90 schools, attended by 7,442 
pupils. Of this number the Presbyterian Church 
condueted 33 of the schools, the Congrega- 
tional 22, the Methodist 20, the Catholic 
7, the Episcopalian 5, the Baptist 2, and the 
Swedish, 1. The report expresses the opinion 
that the work under the law of Congress with 
respect to the registration of voters aad the con- 
ductof elections has been satisfactorily per- 
formed. During the yearthere have been 8 
indictments for polygamy and 4 convictions, 
304 indictments for unlawful cohabitation and 
326 convictions. In coaclusion, the Commis- 
sioners express the opinion that an energetic 
enforcement of tne laws should be continued, as 
should also the political disabilities.

nance, which, the Senater says, he will make 
the basis of a request for an olficial tnquiry by 
the Senate. The circular is as follows, dated at 
the Orduance office, War Department, Washing- 
ton, Jan. 4, 1886, and addressed to the com- 
manding officers of the National Armories at 
Springiield and Rock [sland and of the United 
States arsenals at New-York, West Troy, Phila- 
deiphia, Bosten, and Benicia: ‘While arsenals 
and the armories are not intended to be con- 
verted into political machines, two polit- 
ical. parties in this country are recognized. 
It is therefore ordered that hereafter in employ- 
ing or discharging employes of any and all 
zrades, other things being equal and qualitica- 
tions satisfactory, Democrats will be favored, 
the ebject being to divide the force in the aif- 
ferent grades gradually between Democrats 
and Republicans. This rule will apply to women 
and children as well as to men, and will be 
strictly enforced.” Itis signed

The pa- 
tient’s strength was sustained by frequent hy- 
podermic injections of brandy. When the work 
was completed the wounds were sewed up, a 
rubber tube was inserted to draw off the dis- 
charge, and Dr. Esmarch was congratulated as 
having performed one of the most difficult 
surgical oferations ever attempted in the hos- 
pital’s history.

AN EMPHROR ENTERTAINED. 


BANQUET AT THE PALACE IN 
GART—I OOKING 
FREDERICK. 

SturrGart, Sept. 28.—A state banquet 
Was given at the palace this evening in honor 
of Emperor William. The King of Wiirtem- 
berg, in proposing a toast to the health of the 
Emperor, wished him along and prosperous 
reign. The Emporer, in reply, said: “I heartily 
thank your Majesty, especially for the gracious 
invitation which brought meto the beautiful 
country which enjoys your blessed rule with 
such visible prosperity, the country which has 
supplied Germany with many famous rulers, 
and which was the cradle of my fathers, You 
must know that South German blood flows in 
my Veins as in those of each cne of you. Actu- 
ated by these sentiments, [ drink to the health 
of your Majesty.”’ 

The Emperor afterward started fer Con- 
Stance. On arriving there he was welcomed at 
the station by the Grand Duke and Grand 
Duchess of Baden, whe accompanied him to the 
harbor, where he embarked on a special steamer 
for Mainan. The shores of the iake were brill- 
jantly illuminated and there was a splendid 
display of fireworks, 

Vienna, Sept. 28.—A committee of the 
lower house of the Austrian Diet advises the 
rejection of the proposition to give an official 
reception to Emperor William during his visit 
to this city.

SOME STATE QUESTIONS. 

Paris, Sept. 28.—A council of the Minis- 
ters was held to-day at which Oct. 15 was fixed 
asthe date for the meeting of the Chambers, 
Admiral Krantz, Minister of Marine, declared 
that he would not agree to additional reductions 
inthe naval budget. M. Viette, Minister of Ag- 
riculture, reported that the grain harvest 
amounted to 96,000,000 hectolitres, against an 
annual average yield of 108,000,000 hectolitres. 
There was adebate between the Ministers on 
the question of introducing in the Chamber of 
Deputies at the beginning of the session a bill 


for the revision of the Constitution, but no re- 
sult was reached, 


Cairo, Sept. 28.—The Government has 
agreed to prolong the powers of the mixed 
tribunals for a period of five years. All litiga- 
tion between natives and foreigners is conduct- 
ed before these tribunals, 


Rog, Sept. 28.—The Italian Government 
recently notitied the Perte that Italy would 
sign the protocol which the Porte desired to 
append to the Suez Caval convention only on 
the conditions that the Porte specitied the terri- 
tory claimed by Turkey in North Africa, and 
that it also definea the western frontier of 
Tripoli.

LEADING 1HE IRISH ORICKST- 
HERS IN THH FIRS1 INNING. 
BRILLIANT BATTING IN THEIR SECOND 
INNING MAKES THE VICTORY OF THE 


AMERICANS ALMOST CERTAIN. 

PHILADELPHIA, Sept, 28.—The attend- 
ance at thé international match between the 
Irish cricketers and All Philadelphia to-day was 
vory much larger than that of the previous day, 
the grand stand being nearly filled, while the 
ropesjwere well lined with interested spectatgrs. 
A tiner display of all-around cricket has prob- 
bly never been witnessed on the historical 
ground, The batting was hard and clean from 
start to finish, while the fleiding was generally 
good. The visitors, who had apparently much 
the worst of the contest on Thursday, made the 
most of their opportunity, and when the last 
wicket fell the scores were nearly equalized, 
Philadelphia having only a margin of 3 runs at 
the close ef the first half of the game. The ex- 
Citement was at its height in the afternoon, 
when the local players collared the bowling 80 
eompletely that with only haif the men out they 
came within a run of the total of their first 
venture. From the condition in which the 
game was left It appears that the only ¢hunce 
left the Irishmen is to make a draw of it, as, 


unless the remainder of the Philadelphia bate- 
men go to pieces this morning, the visitors 
Wil be set a task far beyond their capacity. 

At 11:15 the bell was rang to cglear the 
tied, and a few minutes later the nm- 
pires, George Wright and Hanford, took their 
stations, being closely tollowed by the players. 
Meidon and E. Fitzerald, who were not out over 
night, with 4 and O respectively, were ap- 
piauded as they went to the wickets to eon- 
tihue their innings and a good dispiay of cricket 
wus hoped for.

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THE REY. D. J. O’SULLIVAN. 

The Rev. Dennis J. O'Sullivan, who died 
at Tampa, Fia., Sept. 25, although only 38 years 
old, has bad an adventurous careor, He was 
born in Cerk in 1850, and, when 16 years old 
entered Maynooth College, from which he was 
ordained a priest after seven anda half years of 
etudy. For about two years he was connected 
with the mission in Cork. Through the infiu- 
ence of Count Moore, of Mooreford, County 
Tipperary, he was sent to St. Helena, Ho 
served the church there for ene year without 
pay, and returning to England secured for bis 
successors an annual salary from the Gov- 
ernment of £100. Justin McCarthy and 
others interested themselves in his behalf 
and obtained for him the appointment 
of Chaplain in the Guards, with whom he went 
to South Africa. He served with distinction in 
the Zulu war, on one occasion taking his life in 
his hands by crossing through a fusillade be- 
tween two divisiens of tne Eaglish army to stop 
their firing on each other, and he was first to 


lay hands upon the celebrated ehief Cetawayo, 
when the latter was captured. Subsequently 
he was with the Guardsin Kgypt, when he 
tought underthe rank of Major, which he won 
by bravery on the tield of battle, aud was the 
last person of the English army who 
saw Gen. Gordon alive, He travelled 
@® great deal through Africa, and Palestine 
and met Stanley on the Congo. The King of 
Zanzibar presented him with a curious and val- 
uable ring which he wore when he went to 
Florida, and he received in % three medals 
and a decoration from Queen Victuria. Upon 
the recommendation of the Queenhe had an 
hour's audience with the Holy Father at Rome. 

Having served six yearsin the army he was 
retired, the Government refusing te grant his re- 
quest to be allowed to remain init. His friends, 
among whom are Justin McCarthy, Parnell, 
O’Brien, and, in fact, nearly all of the Irish 
leaders, proposea to make an effort for his res- 
toration te the army, but he dissuaded them 
from it, and in 1886 came to this city, where a 
brother, Dr. J. J. O’Sullivan, resides. He subse- 

uently obtained appointments from Bishop 

igger of New-Jersey, at Newark. Jersey City, 
and Plaintield. From the latter place he 
returned to New-York lest Spring, 
and said mass occasionally in a 
Stepben’s Church. Then he received an ap- 
eee to. Milton-on-the-Hudson. He was 
ntroduced te Bishop Moore of Florida early in 
the Summer by the Rev, Dr. Burtsell, Rector of 
the Church of the Epiphany, in Second-avenue, 
and Aug. 30 Bishop oore wrote to Dr. Burtsell 
asking if Father O'Sullivan would be willing to 
£0 South and risk the yellow fever. Having en- 
countered it in Egypt, and never having been 
sick in his life, he cheerfully consented to go, and 
left for Tampa on Sept. 16. 

Father O’S8ullivan was more than 6 feet in 
height and powerfully built. He had a dignified 
presence, and when he walked the streets of the 
city in his priestly garb he always received 
marks of respect from strangers. He hada host 
Of friends in England, and was well acquainted 
with a great many of the _ nobility. 6 was a 
natural linguist, and spoke eight languages, 
among them the Zalu.

HARRISON’S SENTIMENTS AS EX- 
PRESSED IN 1876. 

BLOOMINGTON, Il., Sept. 28.—Here, in the 
home of Private Joe Fifor, In the very heart of 
the Illinois Republican stronghold, a handful of 
determined Democrats, led by a courageous 
Irishman, William Condon, 8r., are making a 
stand in behalf of their [rish countrymen who 
have become citizens of the United States, and 
against the ascendancy of atraducerof their 
race in the person of Benjamin Harrison. For 
the past three days the papers have been full of 
ugly charges against the Republican candidate 
for President, which was supported by incon- 
trovertible evidence, reinforced by the strongest 


affidavits from citizens of unimpeachable char- 
acter. Mr. Harrison now appears before the 
country as the maligner of the Irish people, as 
responsible for the vilest abuse of their charac- 
ter as American citizens. 

The occasion when Harrison unbridled his 
wrath against the Irish was at a public meeting 
held in Dunley’s Hall in the latter part of the 
campaign of 1876, Harrison had been defeated 
for the Governorship of Indiana and the Irish 
vote had been cast for his opponent. At the 
meeting referred to Mr. Harrison started out on 
a bloody shirt speech, when some ove inter- 
rupted with, ‘*‘Where were the Irish, Sheridan, 
Shields, Meagher and Milligan?’ The aucience 
hissed and cries of ‘‘ put him out” eeheed around 
the halls, Gen. Harrison took his cue from the 
audience and said: 

“Tt is easy to know a man’s nationality. We 
had more of them te contend against in tne late 
rebellion than we had in the Union service. 
They are only good to shovel dirt and grade 
railroads. [fit were not for them we would not 
need half eur penitentiaries.” 

When the character of the speech became 
known, next day it created a great deal of ex- 
citement. <A synopsis of it was published in 
one of the papers, but the Irish present said the 
Sting was ieft outin the publication. Ten atti- 
davite have now been prepared and signea Py 
citizens ot the best character and every affi- 
davit states that the pry weg above given is 
the true language that fell from the lips of Ben- 
jamin Harrison that evening. Last July, Mr. 
Condon, who was prosent, wrote a letter to 
a friend in New-York in whieh he 
told of the ineident. He was advised to 
collect all the evidence possible, put it in 
legal form and show the public the kind of sen- 
timents Mr, Harrison entertains fer the Irish. 
Tre attidavits are signed by Willian Condon, 
Sr., @ merchant of Bleomington worth $50,000, 
and whose eharacter is certified to by two lead- 
ing Republicans; * Robert Sanders, who is 
vouched for by Republican ex-Mayer of Bloem- 
ington; Michael F. Purcell, John A. Wilson, and 
A. G. Creed, all of whom were present and heard 
Harrison’s words.

THE NORTHWESTERN FREIGHT 
RATES. 

Str. Pau, Minn., Sept. 28.—There was 
great rejoicing among the railroad menin 8t 
Paul when the news was received from Chicago 
that an agreement had been reached by which 
rates would be raised, anil is was considered the 
most important action taken by Northwestern 
lines in many months. The managers were 
compelled to raise the St. Paul rates or force a 
cutting down of all Iowa rates, which would be 
the consequence of a reduction to the forty-cent 


basis by the 8t. Paul and Kansas City to inter- 
mediate points. I[t is understood that the 
agreement includes only the business by way of 
Chicago of Milwaukee, and that the lake and 
rail lines by way of Duluth are to be ignored, as 
1t is go late that navigation wil! be soon closed, 
What position the Soo line will takein the mat- 
ter is Bot known, but it is supposed that the ald- 
Tail rates will be raised somewhat. Officials of 
the 800 were out of town to-day, but no definite 
information coula be obtained en the question, 
As already said the pivotal peint was milling- 
in-transit. The present flat rate on wheat is 
719 cents to Chicago by the Burlington and 
Kansas City Roads, but 1219 cents on other 
lines, but on through shipments 742 cents is ac- 
cepted as the proportion of through rate. The 
advamee in grain rates will be 60 percent, a 
larger ratio than in the merchandise rates, 
which is 60 per cent. 


MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., Sept. 28,—Amon 
local railroad men there is not that implicit an 
childlike faith in the Chicago freight agreement 
that is really beautiful te &ee. While some of 
the agents think the new rates have come to 
Stay. others intimate very plainly that they 
have no hopes of a strict. maintenance ef the 
schedule by some of the roads which have been 
foremost offenders in times past, The Burling- 
ton people think the rate trouble is over, but 
some of the opposition lines regard the Burling- 
ton as likely to be the first offender against the 
new order of things. There is a well-founded 
belief that the unexpected concessien of the 
Milwaukee Road means the ultimate extinction 
of the “transit” question which has been such a 
bugbear for years, and it is also held that the 
death knell of this favorite hobby of the Mi!- 
waukee people was ferced by the attitude of the 
stock and bond holders who, since the recent 
Directors’ meeting, are rising up in wrath at 
the policy of the management. Of course the 
Duluth Road cuts some tigure in the situation, 
and asitis not regarded as likely thatit will 
take action during the remaining few weeks of 
navigation, there will be some temptation to 
cut on account of the Jake rate. Manager Un- 
derwood of the Soo is out of town, and no action 
will be taken by that line till he returns. In 
fact, the road will be in no hurry to accommo- 
date Chivago by putting up the figures,

WAR IN PASSENGER RATES. 

CLEVELAND, Sept. 28.—A very active 
warfare in passenger rates is being fought by 
trunk lines between St. Louis and New-York 
whieh involves this eity to the extent that the 
usual fifteen-dollar rate to St. Louis is eut to 
$7 tor the round trip. Last January Vice- 
Chairman Daniels of the Central Traffic Asso- 
ciation adjusted rates on the hasis of business 
during three years, the standard rate of $23 50 
between St. Louis and Now-York being given 
the Vandalia, the Bee Line being allewed a 
differential of $1 50, the Wapnash $2 50, and the 


Ohio and Mississippi $3 50. The roads affected 
agreed to abide by this arrangement until unani- 
mously abregated. The Bee Line improved its 
service to New-York and worked up such 
through travel that 10 days ago General Pas- 
senger Agent Ford of the Pennsylvania, operat- 
ing the Vandalia,jnotified the General Passenger 
Agent of the Bee Line that under the differen- 
tial allowed the latter it is taking trade away 
from the Vandalia and securing the larger pro- 
portion of the business out of St. Louis. Under 
these circumstances the Vandalia feels that the 
differential rate is unjust, and gave notice that 
it would reduce its rate to the Bee Line figures. 
The latter and the other two roads protested 
jointly that this is in direct violation of the 
Louisville agreement and that they willnot 
give up their present differentials unless an ex- 
hibit of business is made and a new adjustment 
ordered by Chairman Daniels. 

The Vandalia without waiting further action 
lowered its rate to-that of the Bee kine. The 
other three roads followed suit and the war was 
begum that threatens to beeome one of the 
most widespread and disastrous experienced by 
the east bound lines for years. The Vandalia 
to-day iowered its St. Louis-New- York rate to 
$11 50. The Bee Line at once cut to $10, the 
Wabash to $9, and‘the Ohio and Mississippi to 
$8, thus maintaining differentials established at 
the Louisville meeting last January. The Bee 
Line eonnects with the Lake Shore at this city 
for New-York, and is virtually the Western 
agensof the latter road. It is now making a 
rate from St. Louis to New-York $3 less than 
from this city to New-York. Thisis a violation 
ef the inter-State law, and the question is 
whether tae Lake Shore can accept these cut- 
rate tickets without making itself liable to 
prosecution for discrimination under the long 
and short haul clause of the inter-State law. 
Interesting developments are looked for within 
the next few days. There are prespects of a 
daily cut until a one-dollar rate is reached or a 
settlement is effected.

NORTHERN PACIFIC AND MANITOBA. 
St. Paut, Minn., Sept. 28.—A dispatch 
from Winnipeg says: ‘Circumstances all point 
toa hiteh between the Government and North- 
ern Pacific people, but it is impossible to get 
hold of the facts. The railway company has 
not spent a dollar of its own money in the 
province. All work is being carried on in the 
naine of the Government, but whether under 
the superintendence of the Northern Pacific 
authorities 1t is difficult to say. It was most 
suggestive that while the Government has noth- 
ing whatever to do with the Morris Bronson 
Branch, tenders for grading 20 miles were ad- 
vertised for under the heading ‘ Red River Val- 
ley,” and the tenders have to be sent to a Gov- 
ernment engineer, who really has nothing to do 
with the matter, ‘lhe act incorporating the 
Northern Pacific and Manitoba Road has not 
yet been prociaimed, although, it is said the 
necessary certified documents have been re- 
ceived from New-York. “Mr. McNaught, counsel 
of the Northern Pacific, denies that there is any 
hitch, and says: ‘I am geting well advised of 
the state of affairs, and think I would know it 
if anything was wrong. We are carrying ona 
good deal of work in the province, and the 
cnn Pacific Company's money is paying 
or it.’’”

UNLAWFUL USE OF PROXIES. 
Boston, Sept. 28.—The attempt to oust 
President Phillips of the Fitchburg Railroad 
culminated to-day in a hearing befere Judge 
Holmes of the Supreme Court on a bill in equity 
alleging the unlawful use of proxies at the last 
annual meeting ef the corporation. The bill is 
brought under certain sections of the public 
statutes, which forbid the procuring or use of 
proxy votes by salaried officers of corparations. 
Counsel for President Phillips argued that the 
statuet covering the petitition was unconstitu- 
tional, but Judge Holmes ordered the hearing to 
roceed. A list of nearly 50 witnesses was called 
or the petitioners, and the testimony taken to- 
day referred exclusively to the issuance of a 
eircular soliciting proxies by or in behalf of 
President Phillips, altheugh the President’s 
clerk, Thomas Whittemore, testified that he had 
the requests for proxies printed and circulated 
without consulting Mr. Phillips. The petition- 
er’s counsel, in opening, charged that President 
Phillips, to use proxies obtained, hired tramps 
from the Chardon-Street Home in this city and 
oung men from the Young Men's Christian 
Union, paying them 50 cents. A great deal of 
interest is manifested in the case. ;

THE WABASH WESTERN’S PLANS. 

PirTsBuRG, Penn., Sept. 28.—President 
O. D. Ashley of the Wabash Western Road, who 
is on atrip of inspection, was asked to-day if 
the Wabash means to extend its lines west of 
Kansas City to connect with the Rocky Mount- 
ain roads. He said that was not contemplated 
at present, but the company expects soon to 
have a through train from 8t. Louis to Denver 
by way of the Union Pacific from Kansas City. 
It makes connections with that line new, but 
wants to begin the running of through trains in 
the near future. The Wabash now extends 
from Kansas City to Detroit, a distance of 650 
miles, and to Toledo, 662 miles. it connects at 
Detroit with the Michigan Central, and from 
Buffale has a traffic arrangement over the West 
Shore to New-York and Boston. With these 
Eastern conneetions and the running of 4 
through train from Denver to St. Louis, as is 
new contemplated, the Wabash will bave a tine 
through line from Denver to the Atlantic s6a- 
board cities.

TARIFF RATES RESTORED. 
Cuicaco, IlL, Sept. 28,—The Chicago 
Freight Committee of the Central Trattic Asso- 
ciation to-day passed.a resolution providing 
that on east-bound freights the rates on articles 
1m the first, secdnd, and third clasges be restored 
to the tariff on March 5. On all articles that 
have been taken from the fourth, fifth, and sixth 
classes by commodity tariffs, with the exception 
of dressed meats, cattle, and sheep, it was 
agreed to advance the rates within 5 cents per 
100 pounds of the March tariff. The full resto- 
ration. of these rates;was prevented by the 
attitude of the Pennsylvania lines, which were 
not ready to put the grain rate back to 25 
cents. nder the resolution adopted the 
tnrough rate on grain remains at 20 centa. The 
provision rates, however, are advanced from 18 
to 25 cents per 100 dg enemy the former tariif rate 
being 30 cents.

NOTES OF VARIOUS INTERESTS. 

Judge Lacombe of the United States Cireuit 
Court has granted an injunction in favor of John 
Sevier, restraining the Missouri, Kansas, and Texus 
Railway Company from applying the earnings of 
the road to any purpose but the operating expenses, 
repairs, and interest. The Judge’s reasons for 


granting Sevier’s application are that the road mis- 
applied earnings before, and its Seeretary, with all 
his facilities for disproving the charge if untrue, 
was contented with a mere denial. The net surplus 
earnings for the half year ending Oct. 1, 1886, wera 
$830,288 38, which the defendant corporation 
defaulted. 

The statement of the Now-York Central and 
Hudson River Katlway for the quarter ending Sept. 
30 shows estimated gross earuings of $9,474,000, 
Fg expenses of $6,550,000, net earnings, 
$2,924,000; tirst charges, $1,962,000; profit, $962,-

Judge Brewer and all the attorneys represeut- 
ing the $45,000,000 in the Misseuri, Kansas and 
Texas Railway held a long consultation to-day with 
a view ofagreeing upon somebody for the office of 
Receiver. The consultation was a private one and 
it did not take long to discover that an agreement 
could not be reached. Every lawyer opposed every 
candidate except his own. Judge Brewer will prob- 
ably take the matter in his own hands now. 


The comparative statement of the San An- 
tonio and Aransas Pass Railway Company for the 
year ending June 30 show increased net earnings of 
$137,299 14 and asurplus of $67,606 72, a gain of 

19,923 07. The mileage during the year was in- 
creased 117 per cent., while the earnings increased

DECATUR, IIL, Sept. 28.—The Supreme Court 
has just rendered a decision of vital importance in 
Illinois. The city of Decatur levied a special assess- 
ment against the Illinois Central Railway to pay 
for paving a street upon which the Central right of 
way abutted. The Central resisted the assessment, 
claiming the road, by virtue of its charter, which 
compelled it to pay 7 per cent. of its gross earnings 
into the State Treasury, was exempt from all taxa- 
tion, The courts have ruled the Central was bound 
to pay the assessment, and now the Supreme Court 
affirms this ruling. The attorney for the defense 
will take the case to the Supreme Court of the 
United States.

INTERNATIONAL RAIL POOL, 


A REPORT THAT ONE HAS 
FORMED IN ENGLAND. 

PitTsBuRG, Penn., Sept. 28.—Information 
has reached here of the formation of an interna- 
tional rail pool. The combine Was consummat- 
ed at Glasgow, and includes England aod the 
Continent. Andrew Carnegie, who was present, 
promised co-operation on the part of the Amer- 
ican combine in the endeavor to advance and 
maintain prices. The £nglish Labor Tribune of 
the 15th inst., which is authority for this, says: 

“The announcement of the proposed forma- 
tion of a syndicate of steel rail makers of this 
country and the Continent for the reculation of 
orders and prices is matter of first importance, 
The impending establishment of this syndi- 
cate is at once an assurance that one great 
branch of British industry is now, after a pe- 
riod of great depression, to occupy @ better po- 
sition, and an indication of the extension of the 
revival which is now becoming apparent in all 
the home centres of the iron and stcel trades. 
Belgium, Germany, and France are united with 
our own rail makers to prevent the continuance 
of the unnaturally low prices which have so 
long prevailed, and the new syndicate is prom- 
ised an existence of five years. 

* Andrew Carnegie, one of tue most prominent 
of American rail producers, has promised that 
the American Manufacturers’ Association will 
do everything in 1t8 power to assist the syndl- 
cate in improving the trade. He is quoted as 
having said: ‘The immense fall which occurred 
in rail prices upon the break-up of the late com- 
bination among the rail producers, and which 
has never been recovered, should now soon be- 
come a remeinbrance only of past history. Steol 
rails will steadily advance in price, and the 
restoration of something like prosperity to so 
large an industry and to so deserving a body of 
traders as the rail producers of the world is 
ground for very legitimate gratification.’ ” 

Concerning this matter, an official of Carnegie, 
Phipps & Co. was seen here, and said that they 
have received no information from Mr. Carnegie 
about the international combination. He said 
it would bea benefit to American manufactur- 
ers to have prices advanced abroad, as compe- 
tition would be less bitter and the market would 
stiffen in this country. The American Associe- 
tion was formed in 1885 to maintain prices by 
restricting the output. It includes the Pennsyl- 
vania, Cambria, Edgar Thomson, North Chicago, 
Joliet, and 8t. Louis Steel Works.

The principal feature of the majority re- 
port of the Utah Commission is a renewal 
of the recommendation that the Territory 
be not admitted asa State until the Mor- 
mons shall give conclusive evidence of hav- 
ing abandoned polygamy and an amend- 
ment to the National Constitution shall 
have been adopted prohibiting that prac- 
tice. The latter would hardly be necessary 
as a condition if the former could be relied 
upon as permanent, but the Mormons are a 
wily and persistent people, and the pretenses 
on which they have already asked for the 
admission of Utah makeit inexpedient to 
trust them with the power which they 
would acquire under a State constitution 
and the relinquishment of national control 
over the question of polygamy. There is 
no occasien for haste in the admission of 
Utah as a State, and the extinction of 
polygamy should be established as an abso- 
lute condition. 











There comes from Glasgow, by way of 
Pittsburg, the interesting information that 
Mr. ANDREW CARNEGIE has promised to the 
new European Steel Rail Ring the co-opera- 
tion of the Steel Rail Ring in this country, 
of which he is a prominent and influential 
member. Mr. CARNEGIE and his associates 
will be glad, of course, to see prices ad- 
vanced abroad by a foreign Ring, for higher 
foreign prices will give the Ring in this 
country a larger margin for the enhance- 
ment of prices here. For example,.the Ring 
here raised the price to $40 last year, under 
the shelter of a tariff duty of $17. If the 
price of rails in England should be made $5 
or $10 higher than it was last year it would 
be possible for the Ring in this country to 
make its price even higher than $40 with- 
out suffering from importations, provided 
that there should be an international agrfee- 
ment forbidding the’sale of English rails in 
the United States below the Ring price 
abroad, not including the duty. 








During the eight months ending with Au- 
gust there came to the United States nearly 
400,000 immigrants,: (392,937,) or about 
30,000 more than in the first eight months 
of last year. Itis worth noting that while 

england and Wales sent us 2,000 less than 

last year and Ireland only 700 more, Scot- 
land sent 2,100 more. The Germans were 
slightly less, butin all other nationalities 
there was an increase. Of the total immi- 
gration for the eight months every 100 was 
made up substantially as follows: British, 
B1; German, 19; Bohemian, Austrian, Hun- 
garian, Polish, and Russian, 18; Scandina- 
vian, 15; Italian, 10, and other countries, 7. 
Of the British immigrants 48 per cent. were 
Irish, 42 per cent. English and Welsh, and 
15 per cent. Scotch. During the eight 
months the most remarkable increase was 
in the Russian, Hungarian, and Polish, 
which reached 75,000, an advance of 17,500 
over last year. 


A corrospondent writing to the Zvening 
Post from Syracuse has been told by “a 
rery well-known salt manufacturer,” he 
says, that it is the purpose of the Cheshire 
Balt Trust, recently formed in England, to 
flood the American market with English 
salt and ruin irretrievably the salt indus- 
try in this country. But how is this to be 


douse it the Trust multiplies the present 


price of English salt by four? The London 
Times of the 15th inst, gave currency to the 
statement that ‘“‘in consequence of the 
monopoly thus created it is expected 
that the price of common salt, now 
2s. 6d, a ton, will rise to 10s.”- As for the 
saltindustry in this conntry, we have the 
testimony ef Congressman WHITING of 
Michigan, a salt manufacturer who makes 
100 barrels a day, that American producers 
do not need the present tariff duty on salt. 
He ships his salt to cities on the Atlantic 
seaboard and does not ask for any protec- 
tion against the English product, even at 
the present low prices in England, which 
the Trust proposes to multiply by four. 
This testimony may be found in a speech 
made by Mr. WHITING in the House last 


June.

The situation of the British garrison at 
Suakin has become so serious that re- 
inforcements have been hurried to its aid 
under Gen, GRENFELL and Col. KIrcHENER, 
who have had abundant experience in 
Nubia and the Soudan. The ‘‘rebels’ have 
been shelling the British works from in- 
trenchments thrown up very near them. 
What they are after is the wells, 
knowing that with the capture of the 
water supply the garrison will be in 
abad plight. They recently attacked the 
water fort again, but were mowed down by 
the British artillery, aided by the fire of the 
guuboats. Probably Suakin is not inmuch 
danger of capture; because it is commanded 
by the British war vessels, and even if the 
tebels could enter it by a dash they could 
not hold it, although they might destroy it. 
It is tolerably apparent now that the project 
seriously taken up four years ago of build- 
ing arailroad from Suakin to Berber was 
rather premature. It is also evident that 
the supposition of the decline of the MaHp1’s 
power is somewhat damaged by this pow- 
erful Arab demonstration on the Red Sea 
which keeps the Suakin troops penned 
within their narrow lines. 








THE MAYORALTY QUESTION. 

Thereis of course no doubt that the next 
Mayor of this city will be a Democrat. 
There are two things to be considered in 
the choice of the man, one from the point of 
view of the citizen anxious for good mu- 
nicipal government, and the other from 
tke point of view of the politician anxious 
for the success of his party. We use the 
word politician in no opprobrious sense. 
One of these things to be considered is the 
effect upon the management of the city’s 
affairs to result from the actual election of 
a Mayor; the other the effect upon the 
Democratic Party to be produced by the 
selection of a candidate. Every honest and 
intelligent citizen must desire above all 
things in this contest the good of the city, 
that is, thorough-going honesty and ef- 
ficiency inthe administration of its public 
interests, and this ought also to be the wish 
of the leaders of political organizations, if 
they claim to be honest and reputable men. 
But we know by long and costly experience 
that it is impossible to secure good govern- 
ment for:the city if the Mayor is trammeled 
by pledges or obligations to appoint men to 
office who are designated for him by party 
leaders, or to divide patronage between 
factions. Good government is only possible 
through a Mayor whoisindependent of pol- 
iticians and responsible only to the people 
under law. 

There are no doubt many men in the city 
capable of exercising the. functions of 
Mayor satisfactorily to the people—men of 
administrative capacity and thorough in- 
tegrity, who would not be subservient to 
politicians, but would do their duty with 
sole reference to the city’s welfare. But it 
is generally admitted that the most con- 
spicueus of these, and one whose fitness has 
been tested, and proved’already occupies the 
Mayor’s chair, and the safest course will be 
to re-elect him. If hehas proved himselfto 
be the man for the place and gives promise 
on account of his experience of a degree of 
usefulness to the city that could not be ex- 
pected of a new man, why should there be 
any obstacle to his re-election ? 

The objection to Mayor Hewitt comes 
entirely from the political side. It is not 
vlaimed that he lacks - independence, 
honesty, or efficiency, or that he has failed 
in any important respect in the perforin- 
ance of his duties. Though heis a Demo- 
erat, many Republicans would gladly vote 
for him. Alliudependent citizens are ap- 
parently in favor ot his re-election, and one 
of the Democratic organizations is ready to 
make him its candidate. The opposition 
comes from Tammany Hall. What is the 
ground of that opposition? The present 
leaders of that body claim to be in favor 
of honest and efficient government for the 
city, and Mr. RicHarRD CROKER, the most 
conspicuous among them, lately declared 
that they had no desire to exact pledges 
from the candidate or to put him under ob- 
ligations in the matter of making appoint- 
ments or distributing patronage. If that is 
true, why should not Mr, ‘HEwITtT be the 
candidate of all. Democrats and inde- 
pendents and supporters of honest local 
government for the office he now holds?

THE COPPER CONSPIRACY. 

The Treasurer of three American copper 
mining companies who testified on Thursday 
before the Senate Committee on Finance 
concerning the contracts by which a monop- 
oly of the world’s copper has been given toa 
French Syndicate, said that the Syndicate 
‘*had increased the price of copper to a pay- 
ing basis.” 

Let us see what this gentleman means by 
‘a paying basis.” The Syndicate fixes the 
price in the markets of the world. The 
price of Lake copper in this market yester- 
day was a little more than 1719 cents a 
pound, Just one year ago, before the Syn- 
dicate gained control of the product, it was 
a little less than 101g cents a pound. It is 
understood that the Ring’s price to manu- 
facturers for large quantities is 1619 cents. 
The price paid by the Syndicate to the Lake 
copper mining companies under the con- 
tracts is 13 cents a pound and half of 
the profits obtained above that price from 
consumers. At the Syndicate’s present prices, 
therefore, the companies receive about 14% 
cents. 

The cost of production in the great mines 
of the Lake region is only a little more than 
one-third of this price. The report of the 
Tamarack Mine for the year ending June 
30, 1888, shows that the cost of refined 
copper at the mine in that year was 3.97 
cents a pound, and that its cost laid down in 
this city was only 5% cents. The cost of pro- 
duction in the case of the Calumet and Hecla 
Mine is in the neighborhood of 6 cents. In 
the last Tamarack annual report the Presi- 
dent and the Treasurer say: 

“The promise of producing copper at a cost 
of 6 cents a pound has been more than realized. 
= ~ * When the wine is sufficiently opened to 
warrant the running of.four heads of stamps, 
Say In two years’ time or less, even these figures 
will be materially lessened. No. 28 haft is now 
over 1,600 feet in depth and progresses about 
85 feet per month. Before the end of another 
year it will strike the lode at 2,500 feet in 
depth, and will necessarily add greatly to our 
producing capacity. When this shaft reaches 
the lode we are confident of our ability to pro- 
duce fine copper at a cost per pound at least as 
low as any other mine in this country or else- 
where, 

‘It is evident that it is of almost vital im- 
portance to the entire copper-produciug inter- 
est of this country that the utmost harmony 
should exist in handling the rapidly-increasing 
product of our mines. Our recent sale of 
50,000,000 pounds to the Société Industrielle 
Commerciale des Métaux was the first of the 
great sales made by our mines to the French 
company, and followed by the larger transac- 
tion of 100,000,000 pounds by the Montana 
company, with which we are intimately con- 
nocted, enabled us in a good degree to promote, 
if not direct, their enormous operations. Trans- 
actions of such magnitude had up to that time 
never been recorded on the metal exchanges of 
this country or Europe. As we anticipated, they 
led directly to the consolidation and control of the 
product of all the great mines of the world, * = * 
We have pleasure in stating our growing con- 
fidence in the stability aud integrity of the 
Syndieate.” 

If we assume that the cost of production 
in the great mines of the lake region is 
about 6 cents, if appears that their product 
issold to the Syndicate, or sold for them 
by the Syndicate, at a profit of about 145 
percent. This, then, is what is called “a 
paying basis.” How well it paysis shown 
by the enormous dividends of the com- 
panies. Ex-Congressman JAY A. HUBBELL 
predicts that the Calumet and Hecla will 
earn annually $40 a share, and as the par 
value of the shares is only $25, this would 
be 160 per cent. This company, with a 
capital of only $2,500,000, has paid about 
$30,000,000 in dividends since 1870. It is 
now proposed that the ring arrangement by 
which these enormous profits have been in- 
sured to the companies shall be continued 
for ten years beyond the expiration of the 
present contracts. The*press report says 
that the witnesses before the committee on 
Thursday agreed that there were “no 
American members of the Société,” an 
agreement that must have been gratify- 
ing to Senator Piatt, who holds that 
substantially .all the profits of this 
great combination go into the pockets 
of afew heartless Frenchmen. But is not 
every American company a member of tho 
Ring? These companies have practically 
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agent, thus making such a combination as 
has repeatedly been denounced by our 
courts, And they are taking the greater 
part of the profits of the conspiracy. 

The witnesses before the committee on 
Thursday declared that the mines which 
have joined this Ring had been fostered and 
built up by our tariff duties on foreign cop- 
per. Thatis true. And now they combine 
to extort great profits from the people who 
protected them, The infant industry now 
grown to robust manhood turns and smites 
the hand that fed it and guarded it. It 
conspires with foreigners to rob its bene- 
factors at home, 








FORGING MORTGAGES. 

No disclosures for a very long time have 
created the uneasiness in the community 
that has been caused by the discovery of 
the forged mortgages palmed upon their re- 
spective principals by BEDELL and FOSTER. 
The crime wasso entirely unexpected that no 
precautions had been taken againstit. It 
involved a fabrication of official attesta- 
tions and of official records that people are 
accustomed to regard as final and conclu- 
sive evidences of the transactions to which 
they certify. It has not probably occurred 
to one investor ina thousand to examine 
these attestations, for it has not occurred 
to one investor in a thousand that any for- 
gery ot them was possible. It is in this 
universal acceptance of whatever purports 
to be an official authentication that BEDELL 
and Foster found their opportunities. A 
check or anote that must pass under the 
supervision of a person acquainted with the 
handwriting of the person whose name is 
signed to it involves much more risk than a 
mortgage, with regard to which even if the 
possibility of forgery entered anybody’s 
head, it would be very difficult to verify 
his suspicion without consulting the person 
whose name he suspected to be forged. 

In the case of an extensive and compli- 
cated business such as that of BEDELL’s 
victims, and much more in the case of a 
great corporation like the Produce Ex- 
change, such a veritication by the persons ul- 
timately interested is simply out of the ques- 
tion. They must depute this business to 
somebody whom they can trust, and if their 
trust turns out to be unfounded, and the 
man whom they have trusted happens to 
be a scoundrel, they have no redress and no 
hope for an improvement except their con- 
fidence in the character of some other man. 
The methods of these two forgers were so 
similar, in spite of the differences of detail, 
as to suggest that the mode they adopted 
was the most obvious and facile mode of 
swindling their principals in their particu- 
lar line. No doubt there will be a general 
overhauling and verification of securities 
of the same class by firms and corporations 
that possess them, and of which the prin- 
cipals do not personally attend to the de- 
tails of investment; but it is not likely that 
any expedient can be devised which 
will make them much safer than 
they now are. You must trust 
somebody. Even the most limited 
business could not be carried on for a week 
if the head of it resolved to take nothing for 
granted, and verified every signature and 
every certificate that he accepted. The 
commonest way of exercising supervision is 
to trust two men instead of one, asin the 
stores where you “pay the cashier,” and 
in the public conveyances in which one man 
sells the tickets and anotherman or an auto- 
matic apparatus registers the payment. To 
steal in such a case involves a combination, 
and experience seems to justify the assump- 
tion that it is less likely that two men 
should combine to steal than that one man 
should stealon his own account. But this 
crude way of enforcing honesty is not avail- 
able to prevent such crimes as those of Br- 
DELL and Foster. No employer would 
dream of hanging an actual or a meta- 
phorical bell punch upon amanin such a 
position. If he had any notion that 
that appendage might be useful as 
well as ornamental, he would simply 
discharge the man whom he suspected of 
needing it. The business of guaranteeing 
titles to real estate has of late years been 
undertaken by companies organized es- 
pecially for that purpose. If the companies 
are solvent they may protect the private 
investor by assuming his risk, but they, too, 
are forced to rely upon character, and how 
frail their reliance is is shown by the fact 
that Foster was himself the examiner and 
counsel of a company organized for the ex- 
press purpose of guarding against the dep- 
redations of such men as himself. While a 
man of moderate means, who isable to look 
after the details of his dwn business may 
feel a reasonable security that the evi- 
dences of his property are what they pur- 
port to be, men whose business 1s 80 ex- 
tensive that they cannot do it all them- 
selves must submit, with what grace they 
may, to a certain risk of plunder, which 
cannot be wholly obviated, though by care 
and prudence it may be reduced.

GARZA, the editor of a paper published for 
the Mexican population in Southern Texas, 
had been indicted for libel, through the ef- 
forts of VictoR SEBREE, a United States 
Customs Inspector, and when the two 
met in Rio Grande City SEBREE shot the 
editor and slightly wounded also a friend 
who was with him; then he escaped to 
Fort Ringgold, which is near. A large party 
of the people of Mexican birth or lineage in 
Rio Grande City demanded that SEBREE 
should be given up. This, of course, Col. 
CLENDENIN refused. The wires were cut, 
but alarming dispatches had already gone 
to Austin that the town was in the hands 
of a mob, and that a general massacre of 
“the whites” of Starr County by Mexicans 
was feared. Gov. Ross hurried forward de- 
tachments of State rangers, and ordered 
Sheriff Brivo, of the adjoining county of 
Cameron, and other neighboring Sheriffs to 
take posses to the scene, The War De- 
partment also authorized Col. CLENDENIN 
to render assistance.

Indeed the inci- 
dent shows that the garrisons along the Rio 
Grande have an important function, not 
only in protecting the frontier against an 
enemy, but in assuring peace and order 
among a turbulent border population. 

Starr County, in which Rio Grande City 
is situated, was last Autumn the centre of 
a region of depredations which almost cre- 
ated a reign of terror between Edinburg 
and Roma on the River. The great major- 
ity of citizens in these southern river coun- 
ties are of Mexican birth or origin, but 
outlaws plundered without distinction of 
nationality and on both sides of the river. 
Gov. Ross was at that time compelled to 
send a small force of rangers to Rio Grande 
City. Stores were robbed as well as ranches, 
and wealthy citizens abducted for ransom 
or else worried by blackmailing letters. 
The border Sheriffs were kept busy, 
and incnuiréd the hostility of some 
of those who were . suspected of 
being in league with these outlaws. 
Recently, it would appear, in the course of 
the canvass for Sheritf, appeals were made 
against Sheriff SHELLY of Starr County on 
the ground that one of his deputies had 
killed a Mexican, and race prejudice was 
stirred up against him. This bitterness, of 
course, should not shield from due punish- 
ment the aggressor in the fight between 
GARZA and SEBREE, which grew out of this 
political dispute, but always on any provo- 
cation race hostility is ready to break out 
among the border population of Texas. 
The existence of the regular garrisons there 
is fortunate.

A DINNER TO THE MINISTER TO TUR- 
: KEY LAST EVENING. 

The dinner which was given to Oscar 8. 
Straus, Minister to Turkéy, at Sieghortner’s res- 
taurant, in Lafayette-plase, last night, was one 
whieh will be remembered by its participants 
with pleasure. The pretty dining room was artist- 
ically decorated, and the company, being Hmited 
to personal friends of Mr. Straus, was peculiarly 
congenial. Mr. Straus, braced and strengthened 
by his leng visit home, was welcomed with tne 
greatest enthusiasm by his hosts. Before the 
dinner was served he held a sort of informal re- 
ception and exchanged reminiscences of his mis- 
sion in a spirit of pleasantry with his predeces- 
sor, Congressman Samuel 8, Cox. He spoke at 
the end of the dinner of his regret at leaving his 
friends behind himin his return to the Ortent 
by the Etruria to-day, but promised that he 


would endeavor to be courageous because of his 
prospects of being able to have the piece of 
greeting them again upon his final trip home, 

There were many gentlemen prosent, among 
them being F. B. Thurber, John Foord, Isidor 
Straus, Nathan Straus, C. B. Webster, C. D. 
Freeman, D, H. Chamberlain, De Witt J. Selig- 
man, O, A. Gager, Darwin R. James. Jacob D.

OLOSING A MUSIO FESTIVAL, 


FEATURES OF THE PERFORMANCES AT 
WORCESTER. 

WORCESTER, Mass., Sept. 28.—The music 
festival closed to-night with a grand perform- 
ance of Handel’s oratorio, “The Messiah,” the 
noble choruses of which were given with thrill- 
ing effect by the magnificent choir under Carl 
Zerrabn’s direction. This body of singers, 
nearly 550 strong, is by far the most competent 
choir ever gathered in New-England. The judi- 
cious process of elimination and selection which 
has been geing on for years has resulted in a 
thoroughly-trained organization, not only mu- 
sically proficient, but thoroughly in accord with 
its leader and responsive to hia every motion. 
The soloists were Miss Emma Juch, Miss Hops 
Glenn, Mr. Max Alvary, and Mr. D. M. Babcock. 
These artists proved to be admirably adapted 
for the parts to which they were assigned. 
Alvary and Juch were received with especial 
favor, while the other soloists filled every re- 
quirement. 

The afternoon concert presented a miscellane- 
ous programme ofa high order. The orcheatra 
bore a prominent part init. The fsature of the 
afternoon was the Spohr symphony “The Con- 
secration of Tones,” which was given Zer the 
first time in Worcester. It consists of four 
movements, all of them ef a graphically-de- 
scriptive character, which hardly needed the 
reading of the accompanying poem to ade- 
quately interpret them. The sympheny was the 
orehestral gem of the festival, and was received 
with great applause. ‘The reader was E. Harlow 
Russeli of the State Norma! Sehool, whose per- 
formance was very acceptable. The or- 
chestra was o heard in the three 
movements of Goldmark’s “Rural Wed- 
ding,” SBeethoven’s ‘“Carioianus” overture, 
and Mendeissonn’s “ Hebrides” overture, which 
was introduced in place of the overture “In the 
Mountains,” by Arthur Foote, an American 
composer, who was announced to appear and 
personally conduct the orchestra during the per- 
fermance of his work. Mr. Foote, who is on his 
way to this country, failed to arrive in season. 
This is the only number on any of the festival 
Pregrammes that has failed to be carried out to 
the letter. The women of the chorus sang Schu- 
bert’s beautiful ‘“‘Twenty-third Psalm,” which 
was announced last year, but was not given, 
owing te a failure to secure the orchestral parts, 
The performance was very pleasing. 

The honors of the afternoon were carried off 
by Miss Marie Howe, whe repeated her success 
of lastevening. She sang the mad scene frem 
Donizetti's *‘ Lucia,” which gave her a fine op- 
ro to display the brilliant qualities of 

er reaily wonderful] voice. The audience went 
wild over ber, and in response to an imperative 
recall she repeated a portion of the act. Later 
en in the programme she sang Mibriff’s “ Night- 
ingale Seng.” but declined an encore, after hav- 
ing been given four recalls. The only other 
vocalist of the afternoon was Mr. W. J. Lavin, a 
young Western tenor, who has just returned 
from several yéars’ study in Europe. His selec- 
tion was the “On, Paradise” aria from Meyer- 
beer’s ‘ L’Africaine.” His performance was 
hardly up to the afternoon's standard. The hall 
was crowded at both concerts, the standing 
room being insufficient to accommedate those 
who wished to attend. In the evening seats 
were at a premium of several dollars each, and 
were exceedingly hard to get at that. 





THE ONION CROP. 

MIDDLETOWN, N. Y., Sept. 28.—The har- 
vesting that is now under way of this season’s 
yield of the wide onion-growing belt west of the 
Hudson River discloses the fact that the crop 
is by far the largest ever raised in the regien, 
and will probably aggregate 1,500,000 bushels. 
Of this aggregate Orange County will snpply 
600,000 bushels, Madison County 300,000 bush- 
els, and Sussex and Warren«Counties, N. J., 
300,000 bushels. This enormous production, 
due to anincrease of acreage und comparative 
exemption from insect pests, has already re- 
sulted in depressing prices to a point that 
leaves little or no profit to the grower. Last 
year, on alight crop, growers readily realized 
$3 to $4 50 a barrel delivered at the nearest 
railroad station. Prices opened this seasen at 
$1 75 te $2 a barrel, and have since declined to 
90 cents and $1 a barrel, the lowest figures 
touched in many years. The bulk of the orop is 
being bought up for the Chicago, Cincinnati, 
St. Louis, and Buffalo markets. The increase 
from year to year in the acreage planted in the 
region may be estimated from the fact that in 
Madison County, where the culture of the balb 
on @ large scale has only recently been intro- 
duced, there has just been organized an Onion 
Growers’ Associatioa, representing 450 acres of 
ouien beds, with an estimated product of 225,- 
QUO bushels. Another noteworthy instance of 
increased production is on the farm of Swayze 
& Buigin, on the lands reclaimed by State aid 
in Independence Township, N. J. Last year 
this tirm raised 10,000 bushels ef enions, which 
they sold in Philadelphia at $1 53 a bushel. 
Their crop this year is estimated at 70,000 
bushels, and is rot yet marketed.

PRAIRIE FIRES 1N DAKOTA. 

JAMESTOWN, Dakota, Sept. 28.—Reports 
from the prairie fires continue tocome in, and 
the worst fears are realized. In the seuthern 
part of the eounty whole townships have been 
swept and many small farmers have lost every- 
thing. All this loss is due mainly to tne negli- 
gence of the farmers in plowing firebreaks. 
No losses occurred in the immediate vicinity of 
Jamestown, but from a point nine miles south 
astrip of country from 50 to 100 mfies wide 
was burned over. Instances of the umconquer- 
able yelocity of the fire’s progress are frequent. 
W. Boyer, who was one of the fire’s victims, 
says: “I was thrashing when the fire swept 
down over the hill west of me atarate of 35 
miles an hour. It was only with the greatest 
Cifficulty that the thrashing machine and 114 
bushels of wheat already tbrashed and loaded 
on wagons were saved. The grain in shock and 
stack was all consumed.” No reports have 
been received from the Bulgarian settlement in 
the southern part ef the county, but lesses in 
that vicinity re undoubtedly heavy and many, 
it being 1m the heart of the fire. Light rain fell 
last night and the fire has probably been ox- 
tinguished. If experience ever teaches a leason 
this fire will cause farmers to plow more apd 
wider firebreaks next year.

Purroy and Pelice Justice White, and that the 
third is a County Democrat who-has a business 
up tewn the geod season for which is now open- 
ing, and who, it is commoniy admitted, will re- 
turn to his post at the end of two or three 
months. The two clerks who are dead to offi- 


cial life in the District Attorney's office are 
Phuip Emerieh of the Twenty-fourth Ward and 
Frederiek W. Moore ef the Twenty-third Assem- 
bly District. Emerico ‘is a henchman of 
Henry D. Purroy, and Moere a_ protégé 
of Patrick Ferrigau, which means that 
be is patronized by Police Justice White. 
The County Democrat who has resigned 
is John F. Brennan, a jevial brother of big 
Commissioner Thomas & Brennan. He is popu- 
larly known as “Big Jack.” He is a bosom 
friend of the District Attorney, and his retire- 
ment at present is generally considered a sert 
of cover for Mr. Fellows while attacking the 
Purroy-White party. 

The circumstances surrounding the changes 
in the District Attorney’s otlice, and the result 
of the proceedings during the conferences be- 
tween Messrs. Croker and Power and the meom- 
bers of the National and State Democratic 
Committees have caused a big black cloud to 
fall over the prospects of union between the 
Democratic factious.

W. U. Hensel of Lancaster, Penn., for- 
amerly Chairman of the Pennsylvania Demo- 
eratic State Committee, spoke for over two 
hours last nigkt at the regular labering men’s 
weekly meeting of the Harlem Democratic 
Club A commanding presence, a strong voice, 
and masterly argument won him frequent ap- 
plause.

& Co., and J, M. Wentz. The club has been 


organized only two weeks, but during that time 
has secured an enroiled membership of 5,000 
business men. They are enthusiastic for the

That could not be done, 
he was of opinien. unless we put forth the right 
hand of fellowship to those countries that 
sought more intimate commercial relations 
with us. Ourinclination toward that end had 
received a serious set-back by Blaine. During 
his short administration he had dealt a blew to 
the prosperity of our business interests with the 
South American republics from whieh we had 
never recovered. 

“What we want, gentlemen,” said the speak- 
er earnestly, ‘isa Government that will not 
only maintain eur dignity with the powerful 
nations of the werld, but guarantee our friendly 
relations with any people, whatever may be the 
extent of its political influence. The Milis bill 
is not the radical measure that seme desired, 
but, like the Constitution of the United States, 
itisacempromise. Itisin reality but a simpli- 
fication of the tariff laws that will be of benefit 
to every business man in every part of the 
United States. When I ask the protected man- 
ufacturer why it is we are not competing in the 
markets ef the world with the English he an- 
swers: ‘The reason [ can’t ship my goods 
abroad is plain—I pay more fer my labor than 
the English pay for theirs.’ In this the pro- 
tected American manufacturer disagrees with 
Gladstone, who says: ‘Unshackle American in- 
dustry and it will become the competitor of 
England in all markets of the world.’ It is idle 
to say that because yeu pay more for your labor 
than the foreigner fer his that you have dear 
laber and he has cheap. There’s something 
about the efficiency of labor thatis worthy of 
consideration; there’s a something in the fres 
air of America that develops superierity in la- 
bor, that results in better service for better 


ay. 

The speaker was applauded frequently 
throughout his address, and the names ef Cleve- 
land and Lfhurman were always greeted with 
cheers.

Wall-streot gets something of a sensation in 
the announcement that the St. Louis, Arkansas 
and Texas Railway passes into the control of 
Jay Gould, There is a great dig significance in 
it by reason of the fact that, to an extent hardly 
yet appreciable, the acquirement of this prop- 
erty by Mr. Gould clears the Southwestern rail- 
way situation by eliminating one of the chief 
factors respousible for the recent bitter war of 
rates in that territory.

Some people suspect that Mr. Gould has 
bought the St. Louis, Arkansas and Texas to 
show tkat he is 80 careless of the Missouri, Kan- 
sas and Texas's position as to be willing to make 
his new acquisitien a substitute for it in his 
Southwestern system. The fact is Mr. Gould 
buys the new road te rid his Iron Mountain of a 
foe that has been hitting his interests harder 
blows than any other outside of the Atchison 
that he has had toencounter. It was the Iron 
Mountain and not the K. T. to which the St. 
Louis, Arkansas and Texas did the most injury. 


It is @ matter of course that the new purchase 
will serve as something of a menace to the 
K. T., whose stockholders prove narrow-minded 
and intractable, but its chief immediate use 


will be to scare [ron Mountain bondholders into 
consent to have their interest scaled down. 


The K. T. steckholaers, by the by, sent word 
to their counsel, Mr. Simon Sterne, yesterday 
afternoon, to make no recommendation what- 
ever to Judge Brewer as to whom to appoint 
Receiver. If they cannot have a@ man wholly 
satisfactory they decline to become even to a 
limited extent responsible. Three interests 
other than the stockholders have each a favor- 
ite candidate for Receiver. The stockholders 
propose fer themselves absolute independence.

After an opening prayer by Dr. McUosh a paper 
by Dr. Hamill on *‘ The Battle Field of Prince- 
ton” wasread. Addresses were made by Drs, 
McCesh and Patton, expressing their hearty 
sympathy with the werk of the seciety. The 
new members that were elected were: Prof, 
William Libbey, Jr., Prof. William B. Sloan, 
Prof, Charles G. Rockwood, the Rev. John Mil- 
ler, William C. Ulyatt, all of Princeton; Francis 
Lee of Trenton, William M. Barringer of New- 
ark, John Lindsey of Orange, Edward Kuauss 
of Newark, and Frederiek A. Potts of Newark. 
In the afternoon the follewing papers were 
read: ‘‘Martha J. Lamb,” by Mrs. Emeline G. 
Pearson of Elizabeth; ‘‘Our French Allies,” b 
J.C. Pumpelly ef Morristown; ‘‘The Rev. Jed- 
ediah Buckingham,” by Dr. Wickes of Orange. 
An account of “The Revolutionary History of 
Princeten” was then given by Prot. Cameron of 
the college. 

Among the gifts received by the society were 
a@ portrait of Commodore Hull, some continental 
money, a Hessian sword, picked up on the bat- 
tle tield near Trenton on the day of battle. Mr, 
J. F. Hageman presented a paper, published in 
Princeton June 28, 1787, called the Princeton 
Packet, containing an acceunt of the act taken 
by Congress to sel) the Collectorships of the 
different townships in New-Jersey to raise 
money. 





SUPPOSED TO BE TASOOTT. 

CuHicaGo, Sept. 28. — Dispatches from 
Denver received to-night state that the young 
man arrested there last night on suspicion of 
being William B. Tascott, the murderer of Amos 
J. Snell, the Chicago millionaire, is still in cus- 
tody. He gave his name as Edward J. Carter 
on his arrest, and said that he was employed as 
a barkeeper in a wine shop. On examination 
he was found to resembie the published descrip- 
tion of Tascott in some respects, but 
not in others, and the police released 
him to-day. Within an hour he was 
rearrested on a& murder warrant sworn 
out by a& man whe had followed 
him for months, and was again lockedup. The 
Denver police do not believe that he is Tascott. 
He says that he was in Washington at the time 
of the murder, and that since then he has been 
employed as a bartender at thé Hoffman House 
in New-York and the Lelanc Hotel in Chicago. 
The Chicago poliee seem to put ne faith in the 
Denver arrest. As far as they will say, they 
have no reason to believe that Tascott is in 
Denver. 

The renewal of the reward of $20,000 for Tas- 
cott’s arrest has brought the police another 
crop of useless clues, and at present they are 
very wary. Relatives of Mr. Snell, hewever. 
appear to believe that;Tascott will soon be capt- 
ured. Where they think the arrest will be 
made they decline to say. <A special frem Mem- 
phis, Tenn., says that Gen. P. M. Turner of that 
city has received a dispatch from his sou, T. 
Scott Turner, saying that he had been arrested 
in Denver on suspicion of being Tascott, and 
begging his father to go to his relief.

CITY OF MEXICO, Sept. 28, via Galveston. 
—Edgar T. Welles and Charles Welles, President 
and Treasurer or the Mexican Internatienal and 
Colonization Company, left last evening via the 
Central Railroad’ for Lower California, after a 
eonference with President Diaz and Cabinet and 
receiving assurances of Government aid and 
protection.

PAID BY THE CONSUMERS 


THE TAX UPON IMPORTA- 
1IONS OF FOREIGN WOUL. 
AND YET NO BENEFIT ACCRUES TO 
THE INDUSTRY ACCORDING TO A 

RHODE ISLAND MANUFACTURER. 

Rowland Hazard of the Peacedale Manu- 
facturing Company of Rhode Island, a gentle- 
man whose entire life has bean Gevoted to the 
woolen manufacturing industry, delivered an 
address last evening at the Reform Club upon 
“The Wool Tariff and its Effects.” The rooms 
were 60 crewded that numbers of eager sympa- 
thizers with the reform movement were obliged 
to find standing room in the halls and upon the 
stairways in order to hear the speaker of the 
evening. Benjamin Barker, Jr., presided, and 
introduced Mr. Hazard as one eminently quali- 
fied te speak upon the subject he bad chosen. 
Mr. Hazard, tall, portly, full-bearded, and digni- 
fied, when he arose to speak faced an audience 
of gentiemer of standing in the business world 
--thinking men who give serious consideration 
to questions before adopting new theories. 

Mr. Hazard spoke throughout in a conversa- 
tional tone and made a favorable impression. 
He would not admit, he said, that the tariff on 
wool had any effect upon the industry. We 
eould go over the entire history of the woul tariff 
and judge of that for ourselves. The first tariff 
placed on woel was in 1824, previous to which 
year it was free. To say that the woolen in- 
dustry had grown since the first tariff was put 
upon it would be like driving a spike a little 
way into the trunk of a tree, and when the tree 
had grown go that only the end of the spike was 
visible to claim that the tree had grown because 
of the spike. No matter in what manner 
the question of tariff taxation is regarded 
it must be seen that all taxation must be paid 
out of the current production of the country— 
that is, the current production of labor. This 
must be a self-evident truth. Take the produc- 
tien of this country every year, from manufact- 
uring, agricultural, and other pursuits, and ac- 
cumulate it none great storehouse, and then 
have consumption constantly drawing upon it, 
what’ would be the result? Why, if censump- 
tion should cease there would naturally be a 
surplus, and if produstion should cease the peo- 
ple would starve. Ii was plain, therefore, that 
production was the souree trom which all tuxes 
are pald, Taxes could not be paid from capi- 
tal, for capital would become exhausted. 

There couid be no doubt that every tax is paid 
by the consumer. -If a tax is originaliy paid by 
the middlemaa he charges it to the consumer, 
who is obliged eventually to pay it. 

It had been argued seriously, Mr. Hazard 
said, thatin some cases the fureigner pays the 
tariff tax. There was justa modicum of truth 
in this. In 1867 there was a cornerin South 
American wool. Tne high tariff had advanced 
the price of wool 12 cents per peund, and one of 
the holders wisely decided to selt out at the ad- 
vance, Another held his wool for still higher 
figures, but wool went down and he was ruined. 
It was impossibie to impert wool irom South 
America under the then existing § tar- 
if, and as a consequence it ali went 
to England. There it was manufactur ea and 
exported to this country. [f the Engiish mau- 
ufacturers sent their goods here at a less price 
than they sold them for at home, then it might 
be said that they paid the tariff tax becanse 
they lost that much on the cost of their wool, 
but there were no otber instances upon which 
such a Claim coula be based. We lost the manu- 
tacture 6f South American wool because of that 
tax, for all the wool went to England, Belgium, 
and Germany. 

Mr. Hazard exhibited a chart showing the 
prices Of wool under [free entry and with a pro- 
teetive tariff since 1826, based on reports to 
the New-York Board ef Trade. From 1826 to 
1831, under a very sinall tariff, there was a 
very heavy increase in the price of wool, the 
advance being from 36 cents to 71 cents per 
pound. In 1832 wool was admitted free, and 
the price dropped te 56 cents a pound, butin 
the next year recovered to 63 cents. Under 
free entry the price was well maintained until 
1842,when anether small tariff was placed upon 
wool. This was followed by anotber decline 
and a subsequent recovery. In 1853 wool sold 
for 59 cents, considerably higher than for mary 
years. In 1854 wool was admitted free again, 
and the prices went up still higher. 

In 1861 «@ tariff of per cent. was placed on 
wool costing over 18 cents a pound, and prices 
came down again until 1867 when a heavy: 
duty was puton wool. Then prices went down 
se deeidediy that sheep were slaughtered, as 
weol could not be marketed with protit. This 
had the effect of creating a woul laminein 
1871-72, when there was not enough wool in 
the country to keep the mills going. Then 
wool weat upto 60 cents to decline in 1879 to 
87 cents. This was followed by a jump to 49 
cents in 1881, after which there was a slight 
decline. Since 1883 prices have been main- 
tained with more or less uniformity. These 
prices all referred to the finest grades of wool. 

These tigures would shew that there was ver 
little connection between wool and the tariff, 
directly, excepting to raise the price to consum- 
ers. History would show that there had been 
high prices when wool was free as well as low 
prices, and onthe other hand it was just as 
plain that there had been low priees under a 
high tariff as well as high prices. It would also 
show that the tariff had failed to foster the 
woolen manufacturing im this coumtry. Mr. Haz- 
ard would not say that the tariff had had no 
effeet upon wool; it may have had an indirect 
effect. Higher prices follow a high tariff with a 
spasmodic effect, but they, always go down 
again. Then there 8 a recovery, 
and business goes on again. Legislation 
could not Kill the business, although it had tried 
to. A high tariff dees not vetter the condition 
of the growers norof the manufacturers. The 
latter could not raise their prices to such an ex- 
tent as to make it possible for them to pay the 
tariff tax and sell their goods at a profit. Wool 
is constantly affected by changes in the tariff or 
agitation ef the subject. hese things are 
really the bane of the business. There was an 
identity of interests between the growers and 
manutacturers. If the manufacturer is pros- 
perous he can pay the grower higher 
rates, but he cannot be prosperous when 
he has to pay a high tariff tax. [If 
the duty on foreign wools should be taken 
off, manufacturers could pay at least 10 cents a 
pound more for American wool, because it 
would be neededin mixing with foreign wools 
in the manufacture of goods that cannot be 
made in this country now because the foreign 
quality cannot be secured. Any conjunction 
between the manufacturers and grewers to ob- 
tain legislation which would raise the price to 
consumers was a conspiracy and should not be 
tolerated. 

At the conclusien of Mr. Hazard’s address he 
was warmly applauded. A numberof gentile- 
men made brief supplementary remarks before 
the meeting closed.

CONSIDERING THE INDIAN PROBLEM. 

LAKE MonONK, N. Y., Sept. 28.—The con- 
ference of the friends of the Indians was con- 
cluded to-day. Dr. William Hayes Ward of 
New-York acted as Chairman in the absence of 
Gen. Fisk, Dr. Lyman Abbott, from the Com- 
mittee on Resolutions, reported a platform, 
which, after verbal amendment, was adopted. 
The platform urges the establishment by the 
Federal Government of courts for the special 


use of the Indians, and asks Congress for a fa- 
vorable consideration of the bill presented by 
the Law Committee of tho conference now 
pending ia the Senate. It calls en the Depart- 
ment of the Interior to furnish-primary ana sec- 
ular scheols fur the education ef the Indian 
children under the Government, the education 
in these scheols to be compulsory: and teachers’ 
tenure of office permanent. Congress is asked 
to furnish the névessary funds for this work. 
The churches are uged to awaken to the emer- 
getiey of the Indian question. 

Gen. Armstrong introduced a resolution urg- 
ing the Indian Bureau to permit Indians deserv- 
ing todo so to receive farming utensils and 
other tools in place of the custemary allowance 


of rations. 


A FEMALE SWINDLER ARRESTED. 

A woman 55 years of age, who confesses to 
having swindled 600 men out of various small sums 
since last February, was locked up yesterday by 
Capt. McLaughlin, of the First Precinct Police 
Station. Abouta week ago William Thompson, a 
coffee broker of 96 Front-street.. and Charles A, 
Haynes, a Stock Exchange brekor, of 81 New- 
street, called at the station and reported that they 
had both been swindled, tho‘tormer out of $20 and 
the latter outof $15 by anold woman. She told 
the same story to beth, Her only son had just died 
in the Home fer Incurables,and unless she obtained 
money he would be burried in Potter’s Fieid. she 
showed them a card with the nameof the itev. Asa 
Reed Dilts upon it and said that he had told her that 
they were very charitable men. Mr, Dilts is Pastor 
of the church in Plainfield, N. J., of which both the 
brekers are members. They gave her the amounts 
pamedand, when they met Mr. Dilts they discov- 
ered that they had been swindled. 

Detectives brought her in yesterday. She gave 
the name of Susan Smith, but Capt. McLaughlin 
recognized her as a notorious swindler known to 
the police as Mrs. Meyers. She has already served 
several terms in prison.

TARIFF TALK FOR MEN WHO WORK, 


THE POOR MAN’S TAX. 

XXXiTI. ; 

It is a general principle of taxation that 
the Government should take its revenues from 
the people in proportion to their ability to pay. 
This is recognized when taxes are imposed upon 
property in the possession of citizens, and in 
most States and countries a moderate amount 
is exempted frem taxation in order that those 
who have barely enough for themselves shall 
not have to contribute at all to the public ex- 
penses, The poor, however, cannot escapes 
taxes under any system, for their rents are in- 
ereased by the tax on houses and lands, and 
prices of what they buy are somewhat higher 
for the taxes which the traders ‘have to pay and 
which they regard as part of the expense of 
carrying on business. The two inevitable 
things are death and taxation. But taxes 
ought not to be specially devised to bear most 
ro acelags on those who are least able te pay 

em. 


The payment of any part of the public ex- 
pense is much harder fer the poor and for these 
of small means than the paymentof a larger pro- 
portion is fer the rich or the well-to-do. Ifa 
men whose income is $50,000 or $100,000 a 
year had to pay 10 percent. of itto the State 
be would suffer hardly any curtailment even of 
luxuries, tg, say nothing of comforts; but the 
man witha family, who caunot by constant 
toil earn more than $500 in a year, can hardly 
spare 1 per cent. of it tothe State. To him $5 
is a more serious sum to part with than $5,000 
for his wealthy employcr. But atax that is 
laid upen the articles of consumption which 
are necessary to every living persen’s comfort 
is distinctly a poer man’s tax. There is no way 
of escape from it except to do without the ar- 
ticles upon which itis put, because it is added 
to the price which must be paid in order to get 
them, anda tax collected in this insidious way 
bears upon the poor much harder than upon 
the rich. 

Take, for instance, the article of clothing, 
and asstme that its cost is increased 25 per 
cent, on account of the taxes. Suppose & work- 
ingman who gets $500 a year has tive persons 
in his family aad can get along by paying $60 a 
year fer ciothes. Twelve dollars of thia is 
really for taxes, and for him $12 is nearly 
242 per cent. of his yearly income. It is 
@ serious loss, because it is hard to 
provide for all tis wants out of that small in- 
come. Suppose a man with $20,000 a year 
spends $2,000 for clothes for hia family. They 
weuld be arraye in splendor compared with 
the poor man’s family, but the proportion of his 
income spent for clethes would be smailer than 
that of the poor workingmaa. Of the amount 
$400 would go for taxes, or just 2 per cent.of his 
income. But compare what this would leave to 
him with what the poor man has tu live on. 

As @ man’s wealte increases his needs for 
food, clothing, and shelter do not increase in 
Proportion. He may squander money in lux- 
uries, but for comfort he does net need greatly 
more than another man. Hecan moderate or 
expand his expenses aecording to his inciina- 
tion, and if there are taxeson his clothes, his 
carpets, his furniture, and his other supplies, 
he can determine the amount fer himself largely 
by the rate of his expenditures. And, in any 
ease, he does not feel the tax any more than any 
Other extravagant itemof his outiay. Witha 
superfluity he can afford to waste, if it auits 
him to du so, and a thousand dollars more or 
tess does not detract from bis comfort or en- 
joyment. But with the man who works through 
every day to getenough for the mere necessi- 
ties of life it is very different. One-fourth 
added tothe costof what he has to buy with 
his wages is a serious matter. 

Tarifi taxes are distinctively the poor man’s 
taxes, for he pays not only his full share, but 
more than his share. It 1s harder ror him to 
part with the same proportion of his income 
than for the rich man, but he bas to part with 
a@ much larger proportion to meet the require- 
ments of the tax. . And worse than that, the tax 
rate on the coarser and cheaper goods. which he 
has to buy is greater than it is on the finer and 
costlier articles. In some cases it is deliber- 
ately placed higher on the plea that the makers 
of the cheap gveds need it for their * protec- 
tion,” and in other cases the tax is specific, or so 
much per yard or pound without reference to 
differences of quality and cost. Taxes which 
are paid in higher prices whenever we buy a 
coat, a hat, a pair of stockings, an undershirt, 
&@ carpet, a blanket, ora set of Knives and forks 
or of crockery are taxes which nobody can 
escape and which bear severely on people of 
smal! incomes. 

But this would not be altogether so bad if all 
these taxes went to the support of the Govern- 
ment and only for necessary public expeuses. 
But it is calculated that four or five times as 
much as goes into the public Treasury 1s drawn 
to the support of certain ‘“proteeted” indus- 
tries and to the profit of the capital emploved iu 
them, while the share that goes to the Govern- 
ment is $100,000,000 a year more than it needa, 
and encourages Waste and extravagance in pub- 
lic expenses. The hard-working people of this 
country whose incomes are barely sutticient for 
their support are forced by the existing taritt to 
contribute a liberal percentage of their earn- 
ings to swell the incomes of wealthy capitalists 
favored by the policy of the Government, and a 
Vague con oueness of this fact, without a clear 
understanuiug of how it comes about, has been 
the Cause of much discontent, A WURKER. 





FREIGHTS FOR FLORIDA. 

The freighting connections of the Ocean 
Steamship Company and Savannah, Florida and 
Western Railway, known as the Florida Dis- 
patch Line, are now open for the receipt and for- 
warding of Florida freights to all points subject 
to delay or loss from quarantine; the reason for 


the latter grows out of the uncertainty of the 
quarantine regulations in Florida, as they are 
frequently changed without previeus notice to 
the transportation companies. 

The Clyde Line of steamers having been with- 
drawn from Fernandina, the Charleston and Sa- 
vannab Railway Company has agreed to earry 
their Florida freights from Charleston to desti- 
nation. 

The Florida Dispatch Line has thus far spared 
no pains or expense to keep its lines of com- 
munication oper, and is pleased to netify its 
patrons that the temporary interruption to 
traffic haa been removed by the health authori- 
ties of Flerida.—szachange,

RATHER SINGULARLY—LARCHMONT 
WINS THE BROOKWOOD HANDICAP. 

Just two months ago that extremely er-. 
Tatic and at times very epeedy filly Connemara, 
‘with “Spider” Anderson riding at 100 pounds, 
‘went out at Monmouth Park and won the Nave- 
sink Handicap at a mile and a half, beating Mr.- 
Hagein’s filly Firenzi easily by four or five 
lengthe in 2:3516. Firenzi was a hot favorite 
then, Garrison riding at 121 pounds, and the 
odds were 20 to 1 against Connemara. Eurus 
and Belvidere were both contestants in the race 
and neither got a place. 

And here comes a case of history repeating 
itself with a vengeance. The Boulevard HMandi- 
cap at a mile and a half was run at the Brook- 
lyn Jookey Club’s track yesterday. Connemara, 
Firenzi, Eurus, and Belvidere were all contest- 
ants in it, the former being dumped in at 98 
pounds by thehandicapper, “Spider” Anderson 
rode her once more, Firenzi was again ridden 
by Garrison, her weight being 126 pounds on 


this occasion. As was the casein the Navesink 
Handicap, so it was in the Boulevard Handicap. 
Consemara went outin frontat the fall of the 
flag, remained in fromt*to the finish, winning 
by six lengths, with the market odds 15 to 
net her straight and 5 tol fora place. 
And the bookmakers paid out a very large 
amount of their money to people who remein- 
bered Copnemara’s race at Monmouth Park ana 
ambied on the possibility of history repeating 
taelf. Chief among the bookmakers who re- 
grettied baving laid such long odds against Con- 
nemara was “ Joe’ Ullman, who, after cashing 
the Hekets issued by R. Roche & Co. on her, 
stopped business forthe day. It was a@ great 
race fer the péople who play short horses, and 
the beokies discovered it to their sorrew. 

Firenzi’s race yesterday shows pluiniy that she 
has had teo much of itand needs a rest. Yes- 
terday’s race was the seventeenth she has had 
this year, nearly every one being a hard race 
fer her, and one of them a heat race in which 
Sho was required to exert herself considerably 
more than people have suppesed. In the lignt 
of yesterday’e race, When she ran like a horse 
thoroughiy tired out, her defeat by Kingston 
on Thursday doean’t seem so remarkable, and 
Garrison may have been unjustly critielsed for 
his riding of the fillyin The Firat Special. It 
was really paipful to see this guod filly try to 
extend herself yesterday and fail utterly in 
those attempts.

Orvid was lapped on Defense, 
andthis wasthe orderto the big turn, where 
the speedy powers of the crazy Defeuse pre- 
vailed, and he ftorged into the lead, showing 
the way intothe home stretch by a length, with 
Lelex and Orvid on even terms, heading a ciose 
bunch Garrison on Rupert had up to this 
time been content with a rear position, but 
once straightened outhe came through, and Will- 
jams sentup Climax with arush atthe same 
time.

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MORE OF FOSTER’S FRAUDS 


ANOTHER FORGED MORTGAGE 
FOR $25,000 FOUND. 
THERE IS YET NO TRACE OF HIS WHERE- 
ABOUTS—NAMES OF THE MORTGAGE- 
ORS WITHHELD. 

William R. ‘Foster; Jr., the most-recently 
discovered forger to prey upon unsuspecting 
and trusting employers, was still among the 
missing yesterday, and detectives seemed to 
have no clue to his movements. Their opinion 
was [that he has not gone very far away, but is 
in hiding waiting for a favorable oppertunity to 
withdraw to a more secluded and safer place of 
refuge. Canada will not be a safe refuge in 
this case, as the crime of forgery is an extra- 
ditable offense, Every effortis being made to 
ascertain his wrereabouts, and the detectives 
are hopeful of soon running him down, The in- 
vestigations yesterday resulted in the discovery 
of another forged mortgage of $25,000, which 
brings the total amount of Foster’s operations 
up to $193,000. Whether this is the limit can- 
not be positively ascertained, theugh Trustees 


of the Gratuity Fu.d of the Preduce Ex- , 


change said that in their opinion it was. The 
verification of other mortgages has proved them 
genuine, 

The discoveries of the forgeries have been of 
value in one respect. 
corporative firms and institutions having money 
invested in real estate to a general overhauling 
of their business and especially to a verification 
of the mortgages in which they are interested. 
The Register’s office was a busy place resterday, 
many clerks poring over the big books and look- 
ing up the records. Itis believed by many that 
these searches wil! lead to the discovery of new 
frfudulent operations. A curious fact in the 
case is that Bedejl and Foster followed 
nearly the same methods, beginning their 
work about the same time and being 
discovered within a week of each other. 


Foster was a member of several clubs and was 
avcustomed to frequently visit them. He was 
fond of games or cards and gambling. His 
habits were not extravagant in other respects, 
and none of his friends believed he was iiving 
beyoud hisincome. His life at Bayport was of 
a simple sort, living there with his adopted 
daughter, Miss Lulu, whom he teok charge of 
when she was 13 years old. Sbe is bright and 
vivacious. She bas left Bayport also, and al- 
though detectives are watching her movements, 
it is not deemed probable that she will attempt 
to join Fuster for some time at least. Some of 
the property at Bayport is sald, to be in her 
name, 

Foster’s partner, Mr. Wontworth, was 48 
much in the dark as others yesterday in regard 
to his partner’s transactions and wuereabuuts. 
Mr. Wentworth atiended to the general oflice 
business, not taking any part in- the affairs of 
the Gratuity Fund. The forgeries of both Bedell 
and Foster have been skiliiully executed, and 
this has jed@ detectives to believe that protes- 
sional forgers were at the bottom of their work. 
There are known to be several of these persons 
in New-York at present, and though they are 
earefully watched by the Central Office it would 
be easy for them to work under cover by mak- 
ing use of some one Who can handle large sums 
of money. 

Members of the Produce Exchange are almost 
unanimens in the opinion that Foster has gone 
to Mexico, from which place he might easily 
emigrate to some South Amerigan State, where 
extradition would be out of tne question. His 
forgeries, follewing so closely upon Bedell’s, 
constituted the theme of conversation among 
down-town business wen and particulariy on 
the floor of the Produce Exchange. Prominent 
among ihe members was William R. foster, 
Sr., who refused to say positively whether 
or not he would make good his 
son’s deficit. “[ do not know where 
my son is,” said he, ‘“‘nor dol know vet just 
what to doin the matter.” The Trustees of the 
Gratuity Fund were in session during the 
greater part of the day, and at 3 o’clock this 
notice, addressed to members of the Exchange, 
and signed by President A. E. Orr, was posted 
on the bulletin board: . 

“TI beg to report that the cursory examination of 
allthe mortgages of the Gratuity rust, both in 
New-York and brooklyn, has been concluded. A 
turther fraud in New-York of $25,000 has been de- 
veloped, making the aggregate abont $193,000 in 
all, The whereabouts of William Rk. Foster, Jr., 
have not yet been discovered. Attachments against 
the prop: of Foster have been prvecured, and are 
in tke h of the Sheriff.” 

The meeting was not adjourned until half an 
hour later. President Orr said at the conelu- 
sion that no other information could be given 
out at present, as the Trustees had been strictly 
ordered by the atterney to say nothing. ‘* For 
this reason,” said Mr. Orr, “we cannot make 
public the names of the mortgageors, and we are 
unable to say whether or not there is a possi- 
bility of discovering any further frauda.’”’ A 
mortgage of $8,000 had been negotiated by Fos- 
ter, as attorney for the Maritime Exchange, 
but though it is uot yet known whether it is 
genuine, Radclifte Baldwin, President of the 
Maritime Exehange, is responsible for the state- 
ment that this mertgage has been insured with 
a title insurance company, the stockholders ot 
which are examining lawyers, and hold them- 
selves liable as a body for losses on securities 
insured. An officer er this company said ) ester- 
day that Fuster himself had never applied there 
tor any insurance op securities of any kind. 

It is not believed now that Fester carried 
away any censiderable amount of mouey. Just 
before leaving he raised $5,000 on various 
securities ata banking house in Forty-second- 
street. A singular feature ef the forgeries, ac- 
cording to a mewber of the Produce Exehange, 
is that a thorough “ red-tape” process had to be 
observed in the handling of money belonging to 
the Gratuity Fund. Every check, itis said, had 
to be signed by the Chairman, Secretary, and 
Treasurer of the Gratuity Committee, and still 
Foster was too shrewd for them. This declara- 
tion is a trifle at varianee with a statement 
made yesterday by Forrest H. Parker, Presi- 
dent of the Produce Exchange Bank, who 
characterizes the methods of copdueting the 
financial affairs of the Gratuity Fund as rather 
loose and unbusineslike, He says that all the 
money depositea by Foster with the Preduce 
Exechuage Bank was placed there in his own 
name, subject to his erder, and not in his same 
as attorney for the Gratuity Cemmittee or any 
other concern. ‘ He has had no balance at the 
bank, or at least only a trifling one,” said he, 
“ for sume two or three months.” In comment- 
ing on the affair Mr. Parker referred to the 
striking similarity between the forgeries 
of Bedell and _ Foster, and strongly 
inclined to the belief that the two were leagued 
togetber in sume way, or that at least some un- 
derstanding existed betweenthem. Continuing, 
Mr. Parker said: “A gentleman called upon 
me afew moments ago and said he was about 
to go over his eccounts and thoroughly examine 
all outstanding mortgages. This is the feeling 
of many persons wiom I have seen. Thereis a 
gréat deal of insecurity felt among down-town 
business men who have large sumsof money 
outstanding.” 

The theory that the two men were leaguead 
cannot be verified by any of their friends, as 
the two were never seen tegeither nor were 
acquainted. Moreover, the system is not novel, 
as it was systematically worked ‘by a gang of 
torgers several years ago, and was finally thor- 
oughly exposed through the medium of the press. 
President Orr of the Preduce Exchange says he 
has no idea that Foster has any aceemplice, 
The banks with which Foster did business are the 
Chatham National, Produce Exchange, and Corn 
Exchange. The ohecks deposited in his owu 
name were mostly in payment for interest on 
mortgages, but the surplus has been kept well 
drained ef late. Horace E. Deming, attor- 
ney for the Exchange, was called upon 
yesterday and urged to give the names 
of the mortgageors, but this he stouatly 
refused todo, on the ground that by doing so 
he might defeat the ends of justice. Every 
effort is to be made to capture Foster. The only 
property the latter 18 known ‘0 possess is at 

ayport, Long Island. It is valued at about 
$30,000, and is said to be ineumbered for all ity 
is wortna, so there is little chance te realize 
much outof the wreck unless Mr. Foster, Sr., 
can be induced to settle. Hue was visited at his 
residence in Babylon last Wednesday evening by 
Messrs. Munn and Orr, members of the Gratuity 
Fund Board of Trustees, and was told that if he 
would settle the matter it would not be made 
public. Mr. Foster is credited with having 
made the reply that if his sen was in trouble 
he would have to tind his own way out again. 

The Kings County Register’s eflice has been 
overrun by lawyers representing lurge financial 
institutions in this city anxious to discover any 
irreguiarities in their mortgages. No fraudu- 
jent mortgages had. been discovered when the 
office closed last night.

TO BURY 1HE FIRE CABLES.

THE WORK OF REMOVING THE POLES 
AND WIRES. 

The cable ordered by the Fire Depart- 
ment to be nsed in underground telegraphic 
service has been delivered, and on Monday the 
work of drawing it into the subways will be be- 
gun. The cable will start from the new depart- 
ment building and run down Lexington-avenue 
to Fifty-eighth-street, thence to Sixth-avenue, 
and down the line of subways already com- 
pleted to the Battery, from which point an un- 
derground service will also be laid up Broad- 
way. When the department wires are all buried 
the Beara of Eleetrical Control will ve in a posi- 


tien to order the removal ef hundreds of poles 
whicb are now left standing solely for the pur- 
pose of not interfering with the telegraphic 
service of the department. 

Iu the meantime much more real progress is 
being made in clearing the streets of the obnox- 
ious poles and wires than is realized by persons 
whose observations are cenfined to the down- 
town sections of the city, where the work can- 
not be hurried without seriously interrupting 
public and private business, Anybody who 
will take a walk up Sixth or Secend avenue in 
the upper section of the city with his eyes open 
will notice the chanze that bas been made in 
the appearance of the streets at onee, and will 
gotsome idea of what New-York will be like 
when its entire system of electric wires 
is under ground, The west side of 
Sixth-avenne, from Twenty-eighth-street to 
Central Park, 1s now clear of poles and 
wires. A few nave already been remeved 
on the east side of the avenue, and all wiil be 
taken down as soon as the Fire Depart- 
ment cable is laid in the subway, so that the 
overhead wires of the department can be re- 
moved. The work is still going on dewn the 
west side of Sixth-avenue, and in afew days 
itis expected that nota pole or wire will be 
seen On that side of the avenue. On one side of 
Second-avenue the poles and wires have already 
been removed from Sixtieth to One Hundredand 
Twentieth street, adistance of three miles, and 
in several of the side streets the unsightly and 
dangerous incumbrances have disappeared. 

‘*The work has been done under the pressure 
of great obstacles,” said Commissioner Moss 
yesterday, ‘‘ but it will go en in spite of all op- 
position, public or private. The commuisslun 18 
acting with a single view to the duties imposed 
on it by the law creating it, and the corpora- 
tions which stand in the way must be brushed 
aside. Buta short time for work is left us this 
season, and that time we mean to make the 
most of.” 


NOT FORMING A TRUST. 


GROCERS SIMPLY TRYING. TO SECURE A 
PROFIT ON SUGAR. 

Mr. F. B. Thurber’s attention was yester- 
day afternoon called to a newspaper article 
which purported to give reasons for the at- 
tempt of the Sugar Trust and the whelesale 
grocers’ combination to come together at this 
time. ‘In the first place,” said Mr. Thurber, 
after reading the article, “the grocers have 
simply tried to get a quarter of a cent a pound 
above the refiners’ prices, because it costs us 
that ameunt to do the business, This article 
largely refere to the negotiations of the com- 
mittee of the Wholesale Grocers’ National Asso- 
ciation, and while Lam not a member of that 
committee, from what I have been told by 


members of it, they have not had any intention 
of forming a ecowbination with the Sugar Trust 

‘What they would like to de is to make some 
arrangement by which both sugar refiners in 
the trust and out ef the trust (like Claus Spreck- 
els) would try and help them handle sugars on 
&@ margin which would not net them a loss agin 
the past. The Grocers’ § Association—iecal, 
State, and national—is as different as possible 
from a trust, aud at the first mesting, in order 
that there mizht rot be a misunderstanding or 
miswanagement, a resolution was adopted de- 
claring that all that was sought was to prevent 
the evil ot handling certain staples below the 
cost of deing business, and that we are opposed 
lo combinations for the purpose of extorting 
unreasonable profits from the public. 

“It is unfortunate that the activity ef pol- 
itics at this time should have had tbe effect to 
represent a reasonable and necessary organiza- 
tion as an unreasouable and rapacious attempt 
toformatrust. This is in the nature of an 
attempt to restore transportation rates after a 
railread war during which rates were depressed 
below the cost of the service and from which, 
every one knows, there must come a reaction 
sooner or later.” 








FAILED IN BUSINESS. 

F. A. Cauchois, doing business as F. A. 
Cauchois & Co., wholesale and retail dealer 
in eoffeo and spices at 67 Fulton-street, 
has failed, and all the stock has been 
removed from his store under a bill of 
sale which he gave to Eppens, Smith & 


Wiemann, who are said to be ereditors to the 
amount of $26,000. ‘Yhe stock and fixtures 
were valued at about $20,000, and tie total 
jiabilities are said to be about $40,000. Mr, 
Cauchois has been in business since January, 
1878, and two years ago he bought out the in- 
terest of George E. W. Stivers, who was a special 
partner, for $5,000, sinee waich time Mr. Cau- 
chois has carried on the business alone. He 
maade a specialty of hotel trade and his failure 
is attributed to “dry rot.” Mr. Cauehois was 
formerly interested in Procter’s restaurant, in 
the Sehermerhorn Building, 5 Pine-street, in 
whieh, it is said, he put $5,000, but it is claimed 
that he gradually withdrew his interest. 

James H. Sackett, uealerin barbers’ supplies 
at 122 Liberty-street, made an assignment yes- 
terday to Job E. Hedges, giving preferences for 
$538. He has been in bueiness about 20 years, 
taiied in 1877, and compromised at 25 cents on 
tue dollar. Last April he was damaged by fire 
$4,500, but had to settle with tne insurance 
companies for $2,000 rather than have his busi- 
ness interrupted. It is said his liabilities ava 
only about $4,000, «nd nominal assets much 
larger. 

Tne interest of Edward W. Fleet in Fleet’s 
Hotel and contents, at 100 Vesey-street, was 
sold out by Deputy Sheriff Wild yesterday, but 
as the purchuser had failed up to alate hour to 
pay the money, it will be reseld to-day.

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KILLED BY MORPHINE, 


GEORGE F. SHEPHERD DIES FROM Ak 
OVERDOSE OF THE POJSON. 

George F. Shepherd, a retired manufact- 
urerof this city, died at 7 o'clock yesterday 
morning at his home, 10 Spencor-place, Brooklyn, 
from the effects of morphine Poisoning. Whether 
Mr, Shepherd committed suicide or accidentally 
took an overdose of the poison has yet to be de- 
cided. For years he has been addicted to the 
morphine hahit, and since 1885 has had a male 
nurse in constant attendance upon bim. This 
man’s chief duty was to care for his employer 
when the latter was under the influence of the 
drug. By careful treatment Mr. Shepherd had 
yveduced his doses of merpbine to a grain a day 
but during the last week a reaetion set in an 
he exverienced a strong craving for the opiate. 

He was unable to sleep Thursday night and 
the nurse sat with bim until 4 o’clock, when Mr. 
Shepherd dressed and was taken to his library, 
There the purse left him alone until 6:30 A, M., 
when he returned and found his employer lying 
on a lounge, unconscious, A bottle containing 
a stall quantity of morphine was discovered on 
the floor near the sofa. Two doctors were sum- 
moned, but their efforts to revive Mr. Shepherd 
were of no avail, He died in about hali an 
hour. If is supposed he took 3 big dose of mor- 
phine to relieve his sufferings, and, owing to his 
late abstemiousness, it killed him. Mr. Shep- 
herd was 60 years old and wealthy. His money 
was made in the manufacture of wall paper. He 
leaves a widow and several children.
